The concert was sponsored by 
the Council of Arts. Financial 
guarantors were the Dally Stan­ 
dard, the First National Bank, 
the Security National Bank and 
the Bank of Slkeston. 
The orchestra was directed 
by Eleazar De Carvalho, con­ 
ductor and music director. 
De Carvalho Is a 49-year- 
old Brazilian who has con­ 
ducted most of Europe’s major 
orchestras as well as many In 
this country. He is In his third 
season with the St. Louis or­ 
chestra. 
The ordestra, whlcl -s now 
in its 86th year, played “ Over­ 
ture to Benvenuto Cellini” by 
Berlioz; “Symphony No. 4” by 
Tchaikovsky; “ Evocation, Fete 
A Dleau, Triana From Suite 
Iberia” by Albeniz and “ Three 
Cornered Hat” by De Falla. 


The orchestra is the second 
oldest symphony orchestra In 
the country and has a surpris­ 
ing number of young people In 
it. 
The armory's acoustics were 
not the best for the musical 
presentation and often when the 
brass section was playing its 
loudest tones, the orchestra 
personnel's and the audience’s 
ears took a beating. 
The string sections of 
the 
group displayed excellent pre­ 
cision in playing pizzicato, the 
plunking of the strings. 
The cello section was featured 
in several passages and dis­ 
played a rich <tnd mellow sound. 
The two-hour program was 
well accepted by the audience. 
Dan Norton, chairman of the 
Council of the Arts, said that 
between 300 and 500 attended 
the concert. 
The orchestra performed for 
school children at the armory 
today. Concerts were at 9:30 
a.m. and 11 a.m. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec* 
retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara said today Commu­ 
nist forces In South Viet Nam 
are taking their orders "nov 
only day to day but hour to 
hour” from Hanoi. 
McNamara told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
the Vietnamese war stems from 
flagrant Communist aggression 
and intervention. 
He offered that description of 
the Asian struggle after chair* 
man J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
asked whether UJS. treaty com­ 
mitments cover Intervention in 
a civil war. 
McNamara said if Fulbright 
was Implying the Vietnamese 
struggle is a civil war 'I strong­ 
ly dissent. 
"That is one of the most flag- 
grant cases of outside interven­ 
tion and outside aggression in 
the past decade.” 
McNamara said that before 
UJS. combat troops were sent 
into South Viet Nam thousands 
of Communist North Vietnam­ 
ese had infiltrated into the 
South. 
Today, McNamara said, 20,- 
000 or more North Vietnamese 
fighting men are in South Viet 
Nam. 
McNamara testified before 
television cameras and a capa­ 
city crowd in support of the ad­ 
ministration's 
$917 • million 
million military assistance pro­ 
gram. The bill does not in­ 
clude military aid for South 
Viet Nam. That is part of the 
defense budget. 
McNamara told the commit­ 
tee 
the 
nation's 
military 
strength is so great it has been 


possible to commit 325,000 men 
to the Viet Nam war without 
calling up Reservists or con­ 
trolling the economy. 
“No other nation in history 
has ever been so strong,” he 
added. 
"Never has any other nation 
—never has the United States — 
carried such great military 
strength with so little burden on 
its society.” 
When McNamara completed 
his statement questioning quick­ 
ly turned from the bill Itself to 
the Southeast Asian situation. 
McNamara’s 
appearance 
came a day after Senate Repub­ 
lican Leader Everett M. Dirk- 
sen said 
House 
Republican 
Leader Gerald R. Ford "went 
pretty far” when Ford charged 
the administration with "shock­ 
ing mismanagement” of the 
war. 
—~ 
"In what respect is it shock­ 
ing?” Dlrksen asked at a news 
conference Tuesday. "Who are 
the shockers?” Dirksen also 
said: "You don't demean the 
chief magistrate of your coun­ 
try at a time like this when the 
war is on. You stand up to be 
counted.” 
Ford had no comment on 
Dirksen's statements, but told 
a newsman he thinks "we've 
got McNamara on the run.” 
McNamara did not elaborate 
in his testimony on the 325,000 
figure. But he evidently meant 
the 240,000 UJS. servicemen in 
Viet Nam, some 60,000 with 7th 
Fleet ships operating off Viet 
Nam, some 13,000 in Thailand 
and thousands of others on 
Guam where B52 bombers are 
stationed.

paired. 
Allied forces reported little 
other contact with the Commu­ 
nists as the lull in the ground 
war continued.

He told the house committee, 
according to hearings reports 
that the administration is aware 
of the fact that the house will 
restore these cuts, but it wants 
Congress to get the blame for 
higher spending.

PAPER DADDY 
It is now believed that paper was the invention 
of a high Chinese official named Tsai Lun, 
who lived about two thousand years ago. He 
used the beaten fibers of the inner bark of 
the mulberry tree; when these fibers were 
matted together, they formed a white sheet. 
Prior to Tsai Lun’s invention, the Chinese did 
their writing on silk fabrics and flat pieces of 
bamboo.

Big Brother is watching you. 
More people every day are learning about an 
electronic device in Washington, D. C., which 
clicks and whirrs and flashes lights as it carries 
on a continuous search for bad drivers. 
The electronic device is operated by the Na­ 
tional Driver Register Service, whose job it is 
to identify drivers whose licenses have been 
revoked for drunken driving and fatality re­ 
sponsibility. 
People whose licenses have been revoked in one 
state for these two offenses often, with a self- 
congratulating gleam in their eyes, drive to the 
next state and apply for another license. 
This used to be a ruse that worked. But now 
all 50 states routinely submit a “ search re­ 
quest” to NDRS for every out-of-stater who 
applies for a license. If the applicant’s license 
has been revoked in another state, he won’t get 
official permission to drive. 
NDRS has been operating since July 1, 1961; 
and the federal agency has made nearly 40,000 
identifications of drivers whose licenses have 
been revoked. 
Legislation now pending in Congress will enable 
states to furnish information on licenses lost 
for any reason, including mental or physical 
incompetency. 
If such legislation is approved, it will be 
virtually impossible for a driver on any state’s 
revoked list to obtain a license through evasion 
and fraud. 
Even now, many dangerous drivers are being 
kept off the highways. 
Recently, NDRS asked its electronic brain to 
look for the name and description of a man who 
was applying for a driver’s license in Arkansas. 
The machine discovered that the applicant had 
lost his license three times in Texas for 
drqpkga driving. Furthermore, he had been 


involved in 10 traffic accidents in Texas and 
had been convicted of reckless driving in Ken­ 
tucky. 
Will the wonders of our electronic age never 
cease? Let’s hope not.

RETURNING TO FDR’S WORK 
No extraordinary notice was taken last week 
of the twenty first anniversary of the death of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Indeed, his passing 
had been marked by a lesser display of moufning 
than was that of President Kennedy. But then, 
so many others were dying 20 years ago. So 
many gold stars were replacing the blue stars 
in the service flags. 
Yet Americans probably never were more 
deeply moved by a President, not even by 
Abraham Lincoln. There is the testimony of 
Roosevelt’s four elections contrasted with the 
bitterness of Lincoln’s second campaign. Ac­ 
tually, Americans were engaged in reworking 
their destiny, and President Roosevelt was so 
engaged with them that nation and leader were 
inseparable. A pattern was set which still is 
the American pattern. 
Distinctions and differences may be noted, but 
Washington correspondents almost automatical­ 
ly write of the Johnson Administration in the 
terms of 21 years ago. They compare, for exam­ 
ple, Mr. Johnson’s first 100 days with FDR’s 
100 days. True, the achievements of two decades 
ago were improvised while Mr. Johnson’s are 
carefully planned—but planned in the pattern of a 
New Deal for the ordinary citizen. Contemporary 
concerns, fundamentally, are the concerns of 21 
years ago — employment, schooling, economic 
reconstruction, help for the poor, the sick, the 
old. What motivates the “war against proverty” 
if not a desire to extend the New Deal? 
Roosevelt was diverted by the world’s bloodiest 
war, but he hoped that victory would enable the 
nation to get on with the work. No man can say 
whether he had an intimation of the cold war to 
come, and of further diversion. But except for 
Viet Nam, international pressures have been 
eased. Attention again centers on individual well 
being. And if the world escapes the folly of 
another vast war, it seems that this focus will not 
change in the years ahead. 
The social shock of the Depression turned 
Americans to the compassionate and, on the 
whole, successful innovations of the New Deal. 
And today the realization that “the other Amer­ 
ica,” and especially the Negro, has not yet fully 
benefited by those innovations is turning us again 
toward the goals of justice and compassion, and 
the achievement of an economy adequate to make 
them real for all. Just as Mr. Roosevelt hoped 
to return to the interrupted work, so the nation 
is now turning to it as minds and energy are 
being freed for the work. 
The tragedy lies in its interruption by wars. 
Thus it has become even more important than 
it seemed to be in New Deal days to recognize 
that the responsibility for human welfare, for a 
better life for every man, involves a decent 
concern not only for our own, but also for all 
nations. The perfection of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s work is the world’s work. Nothing less is 
worthy of any man.

E mery Kelen is a man who is 
accustomed to learning a great 
deal from a person's face. When 
Dag Hammarskjöld took his post 
as Secretary General of the 
United Nations, he was a sub­ 
ject 
both 
challenging 
and 
revelatory. There was the soft­ 
ness of the lower face, the 
shrewdness of the midface, the 
spirituality of the high dome. 
E mery Kelen follows these and 
many other perceptions up with 
the facts of Hammarskjold's 
life and with his performance 
at the UN. Pope Pius called 
him his lay counterpart; Ham­ 
marskjöld termed himself an 
Instrument, a catalyst, per­ 
haps an inspirer. Emery Kelen 
sees him as a truly disinter­ 
ested person who “ wrestled 
with the vast egoism of total 
selflessness,” 
whose diplo­ 
macy was effective because his 
sheer integrity forced conflict­ 
ing parties to conciliate. The 
style of his reckoning is highly 
readable. Kelen looks into his 
personal life — the part played 
by his mother, the place of reli­ 
gion, his celibacy, his attitude 
toward death. While increasing 
understanding, he does not re­ 
solve the mystery of the man. 
He is perhaps on firmer ground 
with his coverage of the UN, 


and he brings that body alive 
as he relives its history with 
Hammarskjöld at the helm. He 
concludes with the question, 
“ was 
Hammarskjöld a sui­ 
cide? If so, the testimony of 
the grass he clutched In his 
ieath agony (and his demon­ 
strated belief in the sanctity of 
luman life) is false. This is the 
book on Hammarskjöld that re­ 
duces a legend to the level of 
human understanding.

Research is most Important.

WASHINGTON—Lyndon John­ 
son, who has been accused un­ 
fairly, of using influence with 
the Federal Communications 
Commission to role up a multi­ 
million dollar TV-radio mo­ 
nopoly in Austin for Lady Bird, 
h as a unique opportunity to com - 
bat this accusation with the ap­ 
pointment of a new FCC chair­ 
man. 
Some advisers want him to ap­ 
point a new chairman who won't 
rock the boat, won't scare the 
TV industry. On the other hand 
there is no industry which needs 
more rocking than the huge net­ 
works and group broadcasters, 
many controlled by defense con­ 
tractors, which with the use of 
public owned airwaves, have 
rolled up profits as much as 
40 percent. 
In 1964 the fifteen network 
owned stations made a profit 
of 37.6 percent. Profits have 
soared so fantastically that 
WHC-TV in Pittsburgh was sold 
last fall to the Cox Broadcasting 
Company for $20,600,000. Since 
the tangible assets of the sta­ 
tion were listed at $3,800,000, 
the balance, or $16,800,000 was 
the value of the federal license 
--a license owned by the Amer­ 
ican people, but granted by the 
FCC as the agent for the people. 
That agency in the past has 
been pretty much the puppet 
of the broadcasting world, and 
any FCC chairman who really 
tries to exercise authority, such 
as retiring William Henry, finds 
himself attacked by the indus­ 
try, castigated by Madlson- 
A venue minded congressmen, 
hamstrung by some of his own 
associates, and eventually re­ 
signs. 
Meanwhile a dangerous trend 
has developed in the broadcast­ 
ing industry which Lyndon John­ 
son needs to watch even closer 
than he is accused of once 
watching his wife’s TV mo­ 
nopoly in Austin. This trend 
is the branching out of televi­ 
sion into education and pub­ 
lishing, with control sometimes 
resting with defense contrac- 


tors. 
BOOKS AND BROADCASTERS 
Profits have been so great 
in the TV industry that the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
which owns one of the biggest 
networks, NBC, has announced 
the purchase of Random House 
Books, one of the major pub­ 
lishing houses. 
CBS has gone further. It an­ 
nounced, Sept. 29 last year an 
agreement to acquire Allyn and 
Bacon, 
probably the biggest 
supplier of educational ma­ 
terials for pre-kindergarten, 
high school, college and gradu­ 
ate work in the nation. Said 
CBS: “ Our businesses dovetail 
nicely.” 
On top of this, CBS last March 
moved to acquire creative play­ 
things of Princeton, N. J., to-* 
gether with learning center. 
The first is a top supplier of 
3-dimensional educational sys­ 
tems for nursery schools, the 
second a developer of teaching 
techniques for children. 
This means that CBS, on top 
of its tremendous impact on the 
adult audience through TV, will 
now increase its juvenile im­ 
pact through three subsidiaries 
dealing with cradle to adult 
education. 
In other words, the networks 
are fast encroaching on the 
field of the public school, the 
college and the university. Yet 
while public schools are ad­ 
ministered by local and state 
school boards, subject to the 
will of the people, the networks 
are subject only to a handful 
of Madison Avenue executives 
and Wall Street directors in­ 
terested in a profit of 37.6 
percent. 
Colleges and universities are 
administered by trained educa­ 
tors and gives the widest lati­ 
tude to free speech, freedom 
of learning, exposure to out­ 
side speakers and teachers. A 
system of exchange professors 
bring viewpoints from England, 
the European continent and all 
parts of the USA. But not the

operate a closed shop as far 
as outside talent is concerned. 
N inety percent of network pro­ 
graming is produced by the nets 
on which they make a second 
profit. 
This is like the New York 
Times Sunday magazine or the 
Saturday Evening Post refusing 
to accept articles by writers not 
on their staffs, or like a uni­ 
versity barring lectures by out­ 
side professors. 
Only the American Broadcast­ 
ing Company accepts outside 
producers and programs. 
IKES LAST MESSAGE 
Equally dangerous has been 
the trend toward ownership of 
television by big defense con­ 
tractors. President Eisenhower 
in his last message to the 
American people warned of the 
alliance between the Defense 
contractor and the Pentagon, 
which administered the first 
peacetime army and navy in 
America's history. 
At that time Ike did not fore­ 
see a further development— 
the entrance of defense con­ 
tractors into the broadcasting 
field where they can directly 
influence public opinion. Having 
N BC owned by one of the major 
defense contractors, for in­ 
stance, is like having General 
Motors own the New York Times 
or General Dynamics own the 
Washington Post. 
R could be one of the most 
dangerous conflict of public In­ 
terest in the nation, especially 
in view of NBC's closed shop 
policy. 
Other big defense contractors 
in the TV broadcasting field 
are General Electric; General 
Tire and Rubber which makes 
the Polaris missile; American 
Aviation Company, and West- 
inghouse. The latter, it should 
be noted, does a broad-minded 
non-closed shop job of inform­ 
ing the public. 
These are some of the rea­ 
sons why LBJ*s selection of the 
new Federal Communications 
chairman will be watched so

cypromine problem that he is 
aware of this . . . .” 
The question 
is simply one 
of benefits as balanced against 
risks. Numbers of very valu­ 
able prescription drugs can, in 
a relatively small number of 
cases, produce adverse effects. 
But does this justify denying 
them to the many who find them 
of service in prolonging life and 
restoring 
health? 
The only 
answer seems to be No. 
Absolute safety , if demanded 
of drugs, would mean an end to 
progress. The action of

Labor Leaders, Angered by 
Medicare Operation, Flan Fight 
to Monitor Doctors' Bills. 
Washington, D. C.: — Some of 
the nation's militant labor lead­ 
ers 
and 
their 
welfare 
specialists are ruefully con­ 
sidering advising their people 
to stop supporting the govern­ 
ment’s voluntary medicare pro­ 
gram and to pull out, if they're 
in it. 
After fighting for it for years, 
these unionists agree with old 
Publllius Syrus that there are 
some remedies worse than the 
disease. 
The union chiefs are angered 
because they have been cut out 
of the program incisively by a 
federal scapel. 
They are saying the voluntary 
cost •• $3 a month, $36 a -year 
($72 for an elderly couple) - 
is too high. 
Furthermore, 
they charge 
that doctors* fees will be ex­ 
cessive and that labor should 
be monitoring these bills — 
and now can't. 
And not the least of the labor 
leaders’ anxieties is in being 
cut off from an influential bloc 
of people whom the unions have 
serviced 
for 
years •• the 
organized, ever - active, con­ 
stantly vocal “ retirees.” 
In some Industries, such as 
steel and auto, workers are now 
annually retiring by the scores 
of thousands. 
The union officials have been 
agitated by the government’s 
decision not to do business with 
the labor movement in the medi­ 
care operation. In effect, this 
means that only a few major 
intermediaries will be 
the 
go - between linking perhaps 
7,100 hospitals, 17,000 old«ge 
homes 
and institutions and 
mushrooming nursing homes. 
Such organizations as the Blue 
Cross and Insurance companies 
will take the hospital bills, pro­ 
vide the money, and finally the 
reimbursement from the gov­ 
ernment. 
In all, this is expected to ex­ 
ceed some three billion dollars 
in the first full year. 
Thus, despite labor's welfare 
fund servicing of members over 
the years, the unions will lose 
contact with their people once 
they hit 65 and retire. 
This is no minute matter in 
this land where someone turns 
65 every 25 seconds. 
The 
words “aged" 
and 
“aging** are not in their glos- 


.the labor • led National Coun­ 
cil of Senior Citizens, covering 
more 
than 2,000 
social, 
religious, welfare, civil rights 
and union club organizations. It 
has 2,000,000 members in 70 
state and area councils. 
This 
is a 
mighty potent 
political force •• led by the 
retired John Edelman, until re­ 
cently Capitol Hill lobbyist for

This will cut the final 
vestiges of contact between the 
unions and their members be­ 
cause this link has been based 
on welfare and hospitalization 
and retirement funds. 
“ Of course, you're right when 
you say that will also cut the 
unions 
from 
vital political 
cadres. The retirees have been 
doing yeoman work in all the 
legislative lobbying. They are 
veteran unionists, instilled in 
the old tradition and 
they 
have the time to help.” 
Furthermore, 
says Bal­ 
dinger, the old comprehensive 
medical coverage provided by 
the unions is less expensive. 
And he reports that many of the 
old retirees are coming 
to 
union 
headquarters 
asking, 
“ What do we need the medicare 
for? We already have cover­ 
age.” 
So, the second stage of the 
medicare drama is upon us. 
Labor’s 
attack will 
be 
launched against the right of the 
physicians to estimate their own 
bills. And such leaders as 
Walter Reuther will fight to 
force such industries as “auto 
and aerospace” to pay the $36 
voluntary yearly charge.

The after dinner speaker was 
Edwin Clark, chairman of the 
Board of D irectors of South-' 
w estern Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany of St. Louis. 
Women were urged to enter 
Into politics at the precinct or 
ward level and to take a more 
active interest In governmental 
affairs by Clark. 
Pleaded for greater commu­ 
nity concern with education. 
Cited inflation as the nation's 
greatest economic peril, and— 
Detailed the growth of state 
socialism in America. 
Clark noted the economic pow­ 
e r of women, their ownership 
of common stock in the nation's 
corporations, the amount of real 
estate they own and control and 
that they spend the nation’s 
money. 
It was women, he said, who 
led many of the world's great 
reform s and who brought better 
living and health standards to 
A m erica. 
He suggested that with 
this 
power it is time they become 
involved in governmental af­ 
fa irs, and that the start be made 
on the ward or precinct level. 
“ If you're really interested in 
good government,’» Clark said, 
“ then go to ward meetings, 
precinct meetings and find out 
what kind of people are seeking 
office.'» 
There, he said, they would find 
whether candidates have integ­ 
rity , morality and character or 
sim ply 
selfish reasons 
for 
seeking office. 
“ It seem s to me that men have 
made a mess of politics; that 
women of this country can do 
something if they really want to 
do something.»» 
Clark pointed out that the deci- 
slons of office are made at the 
precinct level, not in the voting 
booth. “ We need people who will 
stand for sound, honest, pro­ 
gressive government,'* he said. 
Discussing the part of educa­ 
tion in the future of the country 
Clark said it is a m atter of 
community decision whether the 
people want to spend the neces­ 
sa ry money so their children 
a re pushed to their lim it in 
th e ir capacity to learn. 
He said all too often the bright 
students must suffer and stand 
still because they are held back 
in the classroom by those with 
le sse r ability. 
The colleges, Clark continued, 
a re being overwhelmed with 
students. Industry is seeking 
the best. The College Boards 
a re becoming more strict. 
This raises the question In 
public schools whether there 
will be divided classes so the 
pupils are really educated to 
the maximum amount they can 


be, Clark said. 
“ I think today we are neglect­ 
ing our sm art young people and 
talking over the heads of the 
others,»» he said. 
“ It seems to me that every­ 
one today must have a diploma. 
Industry has found that a diplo­ 
ma doesn't always mean much. 
Industry must test graduates to 
see if they really have ability 
and can learn.»* 
He urged that the people of the 
nation's communities find out 
what their children are taught. 
Clark cited the changes that 
have come in the nation's his­ 
tory books alone, recalling that 
at one time they carried the 
story of A m erica's great men, 
their words and their actions. 
Today, he said, it is a ra re his­ 
tory book that mentions Patrick 
H enry's “ Give Me Liberty or 
Give Me Death,** or John Paul 
Jones, “ We Have Just Begun to 
F ight,»' or the other words and 
deeds of men who helped mold 
the nation. 
“ I think it is your job to find 
"out what is being taught in your 
schools,** Clark said. 
Turning to the national econ­ 
omy, the speaker said today's 
dollar is worth approximately 
half of what the 1940 dollar was 
worth and it appears by 1970 
the 1966 dollar will be worth 25 
p er cent less. This inflation, he 
said, has been going on since 
1940 and “ is going to get worse, 
Pm afraid.'' 
He attributed this decline in the 
d ollar's value to poor govern­ 
ment 
policies and 
continual 
spending beyond income. “ In­ 
flation is our greatest danger.»* 
Discussing Social Security and 
the new Medicare program, he 
said it is the young people of 
the nation who must pay the 
cost. “ It is the young people 
who are going to support the 
old ones.*' He said if all pay­ 
ments to the Social Security 
program were to stop today, 
there are only enough funds on 
hand to continue the program 
for 14 months. 
“ When we talk here about 
state socialism , the people of 
this country say ‘No, we don't 
want that.» But they don't seem 
to realize that when we talk 
about the Great Society or the 
New Frontier, it's the same 
thing. 
“ I think that things are really 
serious, that w e're going down 
that road,»' Clark said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
Washington a sudden burst of 
words sometimes has a new and 
sunny and even hopeful look, 
like fresh flowers ready to 
bloom. 
Then suddenly you remember 
something, 
something that’s 
been said, and the new words 
lose their newness, hope looks 
less real, the bloom seems a 
little jaded, and you begin to 
fear what was sunny was in 
your imagination. 
Senate Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield proposed Mon­ 
day with the best of intentions 
that Japan or Burma take the 
lead in bringing about a “ direct 
confrontation across a peace 
table” of the United States, Chi­ 
na, North Viet Nam and “ essen­ 
tial” elements from South Viet 
Nam. 
It was a hopeful thought. 
It was followed up by the 
Johnson administration which 
Tuesday invited Burma, Japan 
or other Asian countries to take 
what initiative they see fit to 
help arrange a Viet Nam peace 
conference. The State Depart­ 
ment heartily endorsed Mans- 


field’s proposal. But— 
The chance that North Viet 
Nam or Red China would act on 
Mansfield’s idea doesn’t look 
any more likely now, of course, 
than it did earlier this year 
when for weeks President John­ 
son stopped the bombing of 
North Viet Nam and worked 
hard to get peace talks going. 
In fact, there is probably less 
reason to think Red China and 
North Viet Nam would want 
peace now than then, and not 
only because of the turmoil in­ 
side South Viet Nam. 
For, while Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and Arthur J. Gold­ 
berg, UJ>. ambassador to the 
United Nations, were both en­ 
dorsing Mansfield’s suggestion 
for getting Peking totalkpeace, 
both were laying down tough 
conditions for dealing with Red 
China or letting her into the 
United Nations. 
Over the weekend, Rusk's tes­ 
timony given in closed session 
before a congressional commit­ 
tee was released, and indicated 
he didn’t expect Red China to 
abandon its aggressive policy 
for a generation and that this 
country would try to stop Pe­ 
king’s aggression whenever it 


was attempted. 
In his 10-pointed policy for 
dealing with the Red Chinese he 
did include some suggestions 
for trying to improve rela­ 
tions. The United States this 
month made a try at this. It 
invited Red China to send some 
of its scientists and scholars 
to American universities. The 
Red Chinese quickly responded 
with what they thought of this. 
They called it a fraud. 
So all that Rusk said, and he 
went to great length to say it, 
and what the Chinese said brief­ 
ly, was hardly conducive, or a 
good preliminary, to peace talks 
on Viet Nam. 
And Tuesday Goldberg listed 
four minimum conditions for 
permitting Red China to get into 
the United Nations, while saying 
the United States would oppose 
membership for her this year as 
in all previous years. 
The 
Goldberg 
conditions 
would mean Red China, in ef­ 
fect, would have to abandon her 
present positions. (And that's 
not likely, any time soon.) 
These were the Goldberg con­ 
ditions: Red China would have 
to give up her demand that 
American - backed Nationalist 
China must be thrown out of the 
United Nations; she must give 
up her demand for U.N.apology 
for helping South Korea in the 
Korean war; she must give up 
her demand for revision of the 


U.N. Charter; she must agree to 
abide by the U.N. Charter re­ 
quiring peaceful settlement of 
disputes. 
With 
Rusk 
and Goldberg 
sounding off on Red China like 
that—just at the moment the 
Johnson administration is wist­ 
fully embracing the Mansfield 
suggestion 
which wistfully 
talked of a peace conference 
with Red China -- seems to 
stretch the imagination just a 
little too much.

Guidelines 
Have Some Value

NEW YORK (AP) — In his 
economic message early this 
year President Johnson called 
stability of costs and prices 
“perhaps our most serious eco­ 
nomic challenge in 1966/* 
He told Congress that “only if 
inflation can be avoided will 
prosperity be sustainable.*' 


The weapons that could be 
used to challenge this threat to 
national 
prosperity 
include 
monetary 
restraints (on the 
availability of money and cred­ 
it) and fiscal measures (govern­ 
ment taxing and spending). 
The Johnson administration is 
placing heavy reliance on an­ 
other weapon: guideposts, or 
1 standards. -that. tta- waea And 
* price lncfeasei* (Jb 
annual increase in productivity. 
The chief defense of guide- 
posts, then, is that they help 
fight a patriotic battle for na­ 
tional prosperity. Inflation robs 
individuals on fixed incomes, 
such as the retired. It makes 
American goods less competi­ 
tive. 
Roger Blough, chairman of 
U-5. Steel and a critic of guide- 
posts, admits they can have 
some 
anti-inflation 
value. 
“ There is no doubt," he said, 
“that for a limited period they 
can and do hold down the lid on 
prices.” 
The administration also can 
argue that guidelines actually 
represent restraint, that they 
are an implement of moderation 
at a time when some economists 
have suggested rigid anti-infla­ 
tion controls. 
The guideposts also have vir­ 
tues that more rigid sanctions 
might lack. The Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers can apply these 
standards directly and quickly. 
They can enforce them by 
means ranging from persuasion 
to power. Amid a sometimes 
cumbersome 
bureaucracy of 
hazy terminology, guideposts 
are agile, direct and to the 
point. 
The guideposts also can be 
defended for their educational 
value in providing both sides of 
the businessJabor bargaining 
table with an understanding of 
the needs of a noninflationar* 
economy. 
They have a publicity value - 
even when not applied — that 
serves to subdue the urge of 
manufacturers and workers to 
attempt inflationary price or 
wage increases. 
Despite the fact that guide- 
posts were never legislated, the 
Administration does have legal 
responsibility for sustaining a 
non-inflationary economy. 
This 
responsibility comes 
from the Employment Act of 
1946 which established the fed­ 
eral responsibility for deter­ 
mining targets and policies for 
“ m a x i m u m 
employment, 
production and purchasing pow­ 
er." 
Guideposts are an implement 
of this responsibility. 
The act itself is perhaps a re­ 
flection of the great economic 
experimentation that has oc­ 
curred in recent decades, much 
of it from the works of John 
Maynard 
Keynes, a British 
economist, who in the 1930s ad­ 
vocated the use of government 
spending and taxing to manage 
the economy. 
Concurrent with the so-called 
new economics has come a 
great sense of national goals, 
chief of which is economic secu­ 
rity for everyone. 
Writing earlier this year,Sec­ 
retary of Commerce John T. 
Connor said that the spirit of 
1920 might have produced the 
slogan “ The business of Ameri­ 
ca is business," but that now it 


might be rewritten to, “ The 
business of America is Ameri­ 
ca." 
In the end, the strongest argu­ 
ment that can be offered now 
for guideposts is that they are 
meant to assure a continuation 
of six years of unprecedented 
prosperity. 


THUY LUONG, South Viet 
Nam (AP) — The Viet Cong 
have placed a price tag on their 
heads. 
The villagers have grown to 
love them. 
There are 10 of them, all vol­ 
unteers. They are nine UJS. 
Marines and a Navy corpsman. 
They 
form 
one of seven 
Marine combined action squads 
operating in South Viet Nam. 
Their mission is to train 15 
local village militiamen to fight, 
and to help protect the villages 
from the Viet Cong. This is part 
of the Marine pacification pro­ 
gram, in three. Marine enclaves 
— Da Nang, Chu Lai and Hue 
Phu Bai. 
Combined Action Squad 1 is 
located in this hamlet of 4,832 
persons 430 miles north of Sai­ 
gon. It is just outside of Hue 
Phu Bai. 
The 10 live dangerously. Five- 
man 
patrols 
are conducted 
around the clock. Their area of 
responsibility is 
35 
square 
miles bordering 
a river 45 
miles south of Communist North 
Viet Nam's border. The other 
side of the river is Viet Cong 
controlled. 
The Marines' home is a Z- 
shaped 
bamboo-thatched 
hut 
located near the edge of the vil­ 
lage. They have no electricity. 
Briefings at night are by can­ 
dlelight. Their only defense — 
outside of their rifles — are 
hundreds 
of sharply pointed 
bamboo stakes six feet high thai 
form a perimeter around the 
camp. 
The Viet Cong have placed a 
price tag of 10,000 piasters — 
about $135 — on each Marine's 
head — dead or alive. But the 
villagers have been won over by 
the Marines. 
One of the prettiest girls in 
the hamlet who had the longest 
and most beautiful black hair 
was seen recently with her hair 
cut short. When Pfc. Hunter 
Moore of Alexandria, Va., who 
acts as an interpreter, asked the 
girl why she had her hair cut, 
she replied: “Now I look like 
Jackie Kennedy." 
As Sgt. Thomas Cleary, 23,of 
Los Angeles, commander of the 
squad, put it: “ If any Viet Cong 
were within 1,000 yards of the 


village, we would have many of 
the villagers at our gate yelling, 
*VC1 VC!' " 
Recently, when the Marines 
were on patrol, the Viet Cong 
moved in and attacked the vil­ 
lage headquarters. The patrol 
heard the shooting and returned 
in time to beat off the attackers. 
But still, the men have one 
big complaint: “ There Just isn't 
enough action. 
There may be soon, though. 
The rice harvest is due next 
month. The Viet Cong are hun­ 
gry and need to replenish their 
rice. They will have to come 
down from the hills into the rich 
valleys to get it.

Iturbi at 70 is far from the 
sunset of his years.

cert world for more than four 
decades. His achievements will 
be saluted next month by a 70th 
birthday concert with the Los 
Angeles Music Festival, which 
is celebrating its 20th year at 
UCLA. 
In addition, Iturbi will be dis­ 
playing his muscular style at 
the keyboard and on the podium 
in concert halls all over the 
world. 
“I am a great believer in air 
travel," he remarked. “I have 
piloted my own plane, and Hike 
nothing better than to be setting 
out in a jet for a far-off concert. 
My dog, whom I love, is now 8V2 
years old — my agel — and he 
has accompanied me on 42 trips 
across the Atlantic, not to men­ 
tion flights to South Africa. 
South America and wherever." 
He and his dog have slowed 
their pace, he admitted. From a 
one-time high of 192 concerts in 
one year, the Spanish-born mu­ 
sician has dropped to 50 to 60, 


and that's the way he would 
like to keep his schedule. 
His life *t home, as on the 
road, permits little leisure. His 
passion for condition dictates a 
rigorous schedule of exercise, 
particularly 
at the punching 
bag. Piano practice is a never- 
ending discipline. 
“I work on technique for an 
hour and a half — two hours," 
he said. “ Then I take up the 
work that is current.

‘We are Fighting for More 
Than Our Own Skins’ 


EDITOR’S NOTE - It 
was 
now Wednesday and the scuttle* 
butt said: Only two more days 
and then it’s hit the Viet Cong. 
For Young Clark Richie It was a 
day of summing up: "We are 
fighting for more than our own 
skins.” The following is the sto­ 
ry of the third of five agonizing 
days in the lift of a fighting 
American soldier in Viet Nam. 


CU CHI, South Viet 
Nam 
AP — Propaganda loudspeak* 
ers blared in Vietnamese 
to* 
ward 
the jungled plantation 
where the Viet Cong was forti­ 
fied in decades-old tunnels and 
trenches: "Give up, you are 
doomed. Turn yourself in, you 
won’t be harmed.” 
Oi the perimeter of anAmer* 
lean camp, atop his bunker just 
a rifle shop from the enemy 
plantation, a young soldier sat 
this Wednesday night huddled 
over a small transistor radio. 
^ 
He wap near Cu Chai, a town 
i20 miles ndrtheast 
of Saigon 
in the heart of a Communist 
stronghold. The soldier and the 
others of the 2nd Brigade, 25th 
Division had battled for every 
yard 
in 
establishing this 
base camp. 
- 
In the dark, the chatter of the 
propaganda broadcasts made a 
strange background 
for 
the 
voice coming over the little ra­ 
dio. It 
was the President of 
the United States. 
His words faded from time to 
time and blasts from American 
artillery drowned them out ev­ 
ery few minutes. 
Clark Richie, 22, of Jay Okla., 
put his ear next to the radio. He 
caught the President saying the 
United States stands for the 
self-determination of all people 
—that is why Americans are in 
Viet Nam. 
Johnson quoted other presi­ 
dents — Roosevelt, Truman, 
Elsenhower, Kennedy - 
and 
said America had made prom­ 
ises. He praised the American 
fighting and 
sacrificing his 
youth, and time, and maybe his 
life in Viet Nam. 
Richie, unmarried, with a 68- 
year-old widowed mother 
and 
and 18-year-old girl friend at 
home, lay silent 
when 
the 
speech ended. Earlier this week 
he had said he figured America 
was here .because if it didn’t 
fight in Viet Nam now it would 
someday have to fight closer to 
home. 
But with shells 
screaming 
overhead, loudspeakers calling, 
and the echo of Johnson’s words 
in his head, he thought it over. 
"It makes you sorta proud,” 
he said. 
"It makes me think we are 
fighting for more than our own 
skins.” He remembered 
the 
dark - eyed little girls he had 
instructed in their first English 
lesson the day before atCuChl. 
The children had looked up at 
the tall, redJialred Oklahoman 
and repeated after him: "Fine 
• thank you. How are you.” 
"I guess we're fighting for 
them, too,” Richie said. 
"But Charlie, as the GIs call 
the Viet Cong, I can’t 
figure 
him. He has hardly anything, 
but he makes something out of 
everything - from our empty 
C-ration cans to bamboo. 
"I hope - I know - we're 
better,” he 
continued, "but 
when you see the VCdieashard 
as they do ft’s tough to under­ 
stand. I'm amazed they still 
are effective soldiers.” 
Richie had spent six months 
as a helicopter gunner in Viet 
Nam last year, but said ground 
fighting is "much rougher, mes­ 
sy.” 
At dawn this same Wednes­ 
day, the guerrillas had opened 
up on the 1st Battalion about 200 
yards left of Richie and 
his 
three buddies In Bunker 14 of B 
company, 2nd Battalion. 
Richie was standing guard at 
the bunker then, while the oth­ 
ers ate breakfrst at the mess 


area. He passed up the 
hot 
breakfast. The feature 
was 
scrambled powdered eggs. He 
didn't like them so he opened a 
can of C-rations - "beef spiced 
with juices with water added" it 
said on the tin. 
As the sun behind 
them, 
the men washed and shaved 
under the bamboo that shrould- 
ed the bunker. It wasstartingto 
be uncomfortably warm by 
9 
o’clock. 
The heat reached its near—100 
peak about 2:30. The men grum­ 
bled about the dust and ants and 
mosquitoes. But most talk was 
about the operation coming up 
against the Viet Cong. It ap­ 
peared set for Friday, two days 
away, according to the best In- 
formation they could get. Offi­ 
cial word was due Thursday. 
Next: The rumors are true. 
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Four Score and 7 
Easter 1966 came between the 
7th and 11th of the month.

After

Having just returned from a 
trip to Europe over the Easter 
recess, I am now in the process 
of formulating a report which 
will be presented to the Chair­ 
men of the Senate Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee and Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
The primary purpose of this 
trip was to represent the Sen­

going on in Geneva.

tion I spent some time in Ger­ 
many, France 
and England, 
discussing with military and 
civilian representatives 
the 
problems 
with respect to the 
future of NATO that have been 
raised as a result of recent 
decisions made by General De- 
Gaulle. 
Senate and House Appropria­ 
tions subcommittees 
recent­ 
ly completed 
hearings on the 
budget request of $400 million 
for the Manpower Development 
and Training Program in fiscal 
1967. While this would continue 
the present level of appropria­ 
tions for this program, addi­ 
tional 
funds from non-federal 
sources would increase 
total 
expenditures since the federal 
share of costs is 
scheduled 
to be reduced to 90 per cent 
in July. 
Originated in 1962, the Man­ 
power Development and Train­ 
ing Program serves the worth­ 
while purpose of providing the 
unemployed and underemployed 
with skills 
needed for jobs - 
i meaningful contribution to the 
individuals involved as well as 
in terms of strengthening the 
'economy 
of the community, 
State and nation. 
Under the program, trainees 
are 
selected primarily from 
among persons 
who have had 
low skill levels and long periods 
of unemployment. Seventy-four 
per cent of those who have com­ 
pleted training are now in jobs. 
The Department of Labor re­ 
ports 
that MDTA graduates 
placed 
into jobs 
repay the 
cost of their training 
within 
an average five years — in re­ 
duced welfare or unemployment 
benefits, increased 
earning 
capacity 
within the private 
economy, 
and direct tax re­ 
turns 
to State and Federal 
Governments. 
Average cost per trainee for 
the projects approved in Mis­ 
souri this year is $1,800.

Prices 
Bolster 
Economy 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (AP) —Rising 
prices are giving an unexpected 
glow to the economy. Is it the 
glow of health or of fever? 
The three big spenders—-con­ 
sumers, business and govern­ 
ment—all have been paying out 
more dollars. But about a third 
of their Increased outlays is due 
to higher price tags and only 
two«thirds represents buying of 
more units of output. 
Still, the rate of increase is 
larger than at any time since 
1950 when consumer panic buy­ 
ing at the outset of the Korean - 
War sent the economy soaring—- 
' in terms of dollars if not of 
health. 
The unexpected gain this year 
hasn't been due to panic buying. 
It has been due more to af­ 
fluence. The spenders-consum- 
ers, business and government— 
all have had more dollars to 
spend. 
Consumers have more dollars 
because there are more jobs 
this year than last, because 
many wage scales have risen, 
and because in 1964 and 1965 
federal tax rates were cut with 
the aim of promoting prosperity 
and cutting unemployment. It 
worked. The nagging question 
now is if it worked too well. 
Business has more to spend 
this year, partly because it too 
enjoys lower tax rates than a 
few years back, but mainly be­ 
cause sales and profits have 
been soaring to record heights. 
Government 
has 
more to 
spend because the larger in­ 
comes of individuals and corpo­ 
rations have produced big tax 
collections even at lower rates. 
And also the government debt 
has risen, meaning Uncle Sam 
has borrowed to get the dollars 
for larger expenditures, both at 
home and in Viet Nam. 
Efforts to curb spending all 
along the line may check the 
economy's faster pace a bit in 
the current April-June quarter. 
President Johnson has urged 
all hands to go slow, to put off 
some planned outlays, to shun 
products and services on which 
prices have been rising faster 
than the average. 
Top business executives have - 
promised to cut back some of

Eight Men Believe They 
Have Located Lost Mine 


BEND, Tex. AP — Fifty miles 
north of President Johnson’s 
ranch, on a rock-choked hill 
overlooking the Colorado River, 
eight men think they have found 
the 
lost San Saba 
mine — 
legendary bonanza of two cen­ 
turies ago. 
The Spaniards abandoned the 
mine in 1785, so the story goes, 
when 2,000 Comanche Indians 
overan their mission. 
Men have searched for the 
mine ever since. 
Now eight men report they 
have found the ore. 
The geologist who spurred the 
hunt says they found it where 
Don Bernardo de Miranda said 
it was; on the Cerro del Al- 
magre — loosely, the Red HilL 
Miranda, discoverer of the 
mine, was a lieutenant general 
of the Spanish Province of Tex­ 
as in the 18th century. He said 
the hill was so rich “ I guarantee 
to give to every settler of the 
Province of Texas a full claim.*’ 
Arville 
Cummins, 
45, 
the 
geologist, says Miranda was 
right. The mine may be worth 
as much as $200 million, he 
says. 
Red Hill is about seven miles 
south of Bend, population 200. 
Five dark red boulders once 
stood where the men think the 
mine is today. They contrasted 
sharply with the dull gray dolo­ 
mite limestone. 
“ I was curious about them 
from 
the very first/* says 
rancher T. S. Lemons Sr., 65, 
who in 1944 bought 3,300 acres 
of this rough, remote country, 
including Red Hill. 
A weather-beaten man with 
bristling gray eyebrows that 
meet over his long, bent nose, 
Lemmons said he knew the red 
boulders had to mean some­ 
thing, “ So I brought in some 
geologists 
— 
some of those 
sm art boys — to look at it. 
“ They’d look at it and run 
their hands over it and then 
go off. 


“ They said something like that 
just couldn’t be in this part of 
the world.*’ 
Years passed. 
Then in August 1964, Lemons* 
son, T. S. Lemons Jr., 40, 
was fishing in the Colorado-- 
almost in the shadow of Red 
Hill—when he noticed a glint 
in a rock under water. 
He chipped off the shiny part 
of the rock and put it in his 
pocket. Some months later he 
took it to Cummins in Lampa­ 
sas. 
Cummins said the Lemons* 
rock had gold and sent it to 
the Colorado Assaying Co. in 
Denver for an official test. 
“ It assayed out at $25.90 a 
ton/* he said. “ Not really big 
but worth looking into more.** 
Cummins 
and the younger 


Lemons hunted the source of the 
ore from the river. 
Less than a mile from Red 
Hill they found some old, unde­ 
cipherable markings on ahack- 
berry tree. 
The bark showed a sem icircle 
cupped over a “ V ." Under the 
“ V " was a nearly horizontal 
line. 
Is the sem icircle a half moon, 
universal map symbol for trea­ 
sure? Lemons* metal detector 
later indicated a considerable 
m etallic deposit under the tree. 
A five-foot deep hold was dug 
there last summer. 
Nothing 
was found at that depth and the 
digging was abandoned in favor 
of digging on Red Hill. 
Before they got around to that, 
however, they found three holes 
drilled in the limestone wall 


of a gully on Red Hill. 
Evidence of an old sm elter 
was found about a mile from 
Red Hill. 
Finally they came to the dark 
red boulders on Red Hill. They 
blasted all but one of them- 
preserved by the elder Lemons 
as a momento—and dug where 
they had been. 
The first ore sample assayed 
at $3.15 a ton in gold—almost 
worthless. 
At 21 feet it jumped to $29.25 
a ton, slightly better than What 
Lemons found in the river. 
The two men decided to form 
a partnership with two other 
men and lease the land from 
Lemons’ father, who would get 
the royalties. 
The other two men are Cum­ 
m ins’ father, Aaron Cummins, 
69, a retired grocer; and R. R. 
McCoy, 64, Lampasas dirt con­ 
tractor who had worked with 
the younger Cummins before. 


It took two months just to put 
a road down the rocky slope 
to the mine. Then the digging 
and blasting began again. 
Two weeks later, Cummins hit 
darker 
ore that assayed at 
$43.75 a ton. 
At 35 feet they hit ore that 
looked even richer. It was as­ 
sayed at $467.60 a ton. 
The partners have been work­ 
ing from dawn to dusk to get In­ 
to full production, but have been 
held back by a series of minor 
delays.

Maugham 
As Lonely

HOLLYWOOD AP - Four 
old friends of W.Pomerset Mau­ 
gham were taking a fond look at 
the life and times of the filmed 
English author. 
TTie conversation took place 
at the Úniversity of Southern 
California, and listeners includ­ 
ed a curious mixture of aca­ 
demic and show business types. 
One of the speakers, George 
Cukor, arrived with a dazzling 
trio: Lillian Gish, Shirley Mac- 
Laine and Mia Farrow. 
Reading from his soon-to.be- 
published book, “Remembering 
Mr. Maugham,” Garson Kanin 
recalled asking the once- wed 
Maugham if he had ever pro­ 
posed marriage more than once. 
No, replied the author, but he 
assuaged 
Kanin’s disappoint­ 
ment by adding that the single 
proposal was not to his wife. 
He told of an eight-year af­ 
fair with a woman named Nan. 
She disappeared after a fight, 
and he traced her to Chicago, 
where he proposed marriage. 
Although professing her love, 
she 
refused. Later he dis­ 
covered she had been pregnant 
by another man. 


Said Maugham with unaccus­ 
tomed tears: “I have often won­ 
dered what 
course 
my life 
would have taken except 
for 
that freakish happenstance.” 
Clare Booth Luce observed 
that the picture of Maugham as 
cold and detached was a false 
one. ”1 think it was because of 
the eyes,” she said. “They were

like desert stones, dark and j i t ­ 
tering and unpleasant to look 
at.” 
Maugham's essential loneli­ 
ness was stressed by George 
Cukor, who recalled him saying, 
“It's alonelylife, writing. When 
you are writing a book, you are 
entirely preoccupied with your 
characters. When you cut them 
out of your life, it can be very 
lonely.” 
"Maugham 
believed 
the 
beginning and the end was writ­ 
ing,” said Mrs. Luce. “I re­ 
member visiting his place on 
the Riviera and seeing the stu­ 
dio where he worked. His chair 
faced away from the Mediterra­ 
nean; he didn't want to be dis­ 
tracted by the view. 
“ He worked every morning 
for three or four hours. Then he 
stopped for lunch; he liked gim­ 
lets and stingers as well as 
martinis. After a nap, he went 
over what he had written. He 
once told me that he corrected 
his sentences more than any 
modern writer except Proust.” 
Kanin told of asking 
Mau­ 
gham in his last years whether 
age brought fewer friends and 
more enemies. “Yes,” the au­ 
thor replied grimly, “as sad 
and unfortunate as that is, it 
is true.” 
But then he added as death 
approached: “No matter what 
its miseries, like 
should be 
grasped. 
The program ended as it had 
begun, with Maugham's clipped 
voice 
reading the sentences 
over which he had labored so 
lovingly.

Finance and Banking— If the 
world of stocks and bonds in­ 
trigues you, a position as a 
librarian in an accounting firm, 
a Federal Reserve Bank, a 
financial trade association or 
a brokerage firm might appeal 
to you. You would have to be 
familiar with collection statis­ 
tics, economic studies, annual 
reports, 
current 
financial 
trends, and how they are af­ 
fected by closely and remotely 
related events. 
Fine 
and Applied 
Arts— 
Museums and galleries, college 
and university fine arts depart­ 
ments are badly in need of well- 
educated librarians. You might 
work in any branch of the field 
from 
design centers 
of an 
architect to the archives of a 
well-known museum. Your work 
would constantly surround you 
with the world of the Great 
Masters. 
The list is almost endless. For 
the student with a liberal arts 
background, 
library profes­ 
sions of all types could use 
his training — public, univer­ 
sity, 
government or private 


firms. There are law libraries, 
medical libraries, government 
libraries, 
all badly under­ 
staffed. 
There are as many different 
types of specialized training 
within the profession as there 
are fields in which to apply 
them. The business executive 
would find himself well suited 
as administrator of a large 
library. The reference librar­ 
ian would be in the center of 
constant activity, meeting peo­ 
ple, supplying information to 
local people and organizations, 
and perhaps working with stu­ 
dents. There is a special need 
for teacher-librarians in col­ 
leges and universities. Again, 
the doors of variety open to re­

the many possibilities 
within the library profession. 
To qualify as a librarian, a 
student 
must complete four 
years of college and one year 
in a professional library school 
accredited by the American Li­ 
brary Association. The schools 
differ in entrance requisites 
but most require knowledge of 
a foreign language and entrance 
exams. 
A “ B” 
average is 
generally accepted as the ne­ 
cessary undergraduate grade 
point for entrance. 
Librarians are so badly needed 
that most are Interviewed and 
employed even before gradua­ 
tion. Figures range from 12 to 
18 different positions open to 
each graduate; total librarians 
needed for the entire field reach 
18,000. 
The salary of a librarian is not 
for those who plan to get rich 
quick but it ranks adequately 
with 
many of society's re­ 
spected professions. Starting 
salaries average $6,000 and, 
depending on the size of the or­ 
ganization or institution and the 
type of librarian needed, one 
might earn $10,000 and up to 
$20,000. Like the rest of the 
profession itself, the standards 
are rising. 
The Missouri Library Asso­ 
ciation will supply additional 
information about the library 
profession. Students who are 
giving careful thou jit to their 
careers, as well as how best 
to use their individual talents, 
interests, and time will find the 
library profession challenging 
and rewarding.

Some diplomats in Cairo spec­ 
ulate that President Gamal Ab­ 
del Nasser has decided to grant 
Soviet warships the right to re­ 
fuel in Egyptian ports.

give Russia the warm port fa­ 
cilities it has sought through 
history. 
It will eliminate the need for 
Soviet

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 
(AP)——UJi. jet fighter-bombers 
raided North Viet Nam's heart­ 
land for the second consecutive 
day, pounding a major plant 
just outside Haiphong Monday 
night, a U.S. spokesman report­ 
ed. 
Following close on the attack 
Sunday on missile sites near 
Hanoi, two Navy planes in alow 
level, radar-controlled attack 
dropped about 15 tons of bombs 
on the Uong Bi power plant 14 
miles northeast of North Viet 
Nam's chief port. 
The pilots reported showers of 
explosions and said the lights of 
Haiphong went out at once. The 
plant provides 15 per cent of 
North Viet Nam's electricity, 
including a third of the power 
Haiphong uses and one-fourth of 
the needs of the capital 60 miles 
to the west. 
Navy planes raided the Uong 
Bi plant twice in December be­ 
fore the start of a 37-day bomb­ 
ing pause. After the second raid 
Dec. 22, it was reportedly al­ 
most totally destoyed, but the 
spokesman said today it appar­ 
ently had been rebuilt. 
Neither Hanoi nor Haiphong 
has been hit by U. S. air attack, 
but Amerian planes brought 
the war close to the capital Sun­ 
day with attacks on missile sites 
15 and 17 miles south and south­ 
west of Hanoi. Pilots reported 
both sites were engulfed in 
flames. 
The raid Monday night was 
carried out by twin-jet A6 In­ 
truders, a subsonic plane des­ 
igned to deliver big payloads on 
low4evel attacks. TTiey came 
from the carrier Kitty Hawk 
and reported only light, ineffec­ 
tive antiaircraft fire, although 
both Haiphong and Hanoi are 
said to be ringed with Soviet- 
built antiaircraft missile sites.

Major fiooù control projects 
for which construction money 
is being requested include res­ 
ervoirs at Stockton, Kaysinger, 
Clarence 
Cannon 
(Joanna), 
Meramec, and improvements on 
the Missouri and 
Mississippi 
rivers. 
The Secretary of Agriculture 
is now predicting that net farm 
income in 1966 will exceed $15 
billion—around one billion dol­ 
lars higher than last year. 
The 
new prediction repre­ 
sents an increase of more than 
$3.4 billion over net farm in­ 
come in 1960. 
Personal income per farmer 
is up 44 percent over 1960. 
In comparison, personal income 
for non-farm workers has in­ 
creased around 25 percent in the 
same five-year period. 
The latest report shows during 
the period January-March 1966 
cash receipts from farm mar­ 
ketings totaled $9.3 billion. 
Cash receipts from livestock 
and livestock product market­ 
ings in Missouri during Jan- 
uary-February 1966 
totaled 
$133,797,000 — up $29,139,000 
since the same period last year. 
Cash receipts from Missouri 
crops duringJanuary-February 
this year are up $8,610,000 
compared with the same period 
in 1965. 
The Senate has just passed a 
bill to make more flexible the 
operations of the Farm Credit 
Administration. The bill will 
help provide better credit ser­ 
vices by adjusting the terms of 
the loans to the changing needs 
of the farmer. 
At the same time, the bill 
calls for a long-needed speed 
up in the handling of form loans. 
There are 24 Federal Land 
Bank Associations in Missouri. 
At present, 13,300 Missouri 
farmers have won loans totaling 
$109,000,000 from these As­ 
sociations. 
Across the nation 721 Associa­ 
tions are today making $4,- 
000,000,000 worth of loans to 
334,000 farmers. 
The Farm Credit system was 
launched by Congress in 1916 
and over the years has played 
an important role in American 
agriculture.

ELECTIONS

“ The conception of political 
equality from the Declaration 
of Independence, to Lincoln's 
Gettysburg Address, to the Fif­ 
teenth, Seventeenth and Nine­ 
teenth Amendments can mean 
only one thing— one person, 
one vote." 
No doubt the omission of the 
proverbial Fourth-of-July ref­ 
erence 
to

oversight. 
In the 1964 term, the Court 
continued to review the actions 
of the lower Federal courts in 
picking up the legislative pieces 


of the apportionment explosion. 
It held that multi-member con­ 
stituencies did not violate its 
newly devised constitutional no­ 
tions, and vacated a district 
court injunction on the grounds 
of mootness which had forbidden 
the holding of the 1964 general 
election. 
hi the latter case, 
Justices Harlan and Stewart 
protested thatthe lower Federal 
courts were not being given 
guidelines 
“through 
this 
teacherous constitutional ter­ 
rain" to make certain that they 
“ be launched in 
the right 
general direction and not al­ 
lowed to range so far afield 
as to hamstring State legis­ 
latures and deprive States of 
effective 
legislative govern­ 
ment." They added: “I think 
that the State of Georgia is 
entitled to a clear-cut pro­ 
nouncement from this Court that 
nothing in its reapportionment 
decisions 
contemplated such 
unheard-of Federal court intru­ 
sion into State political affairs 
as 
the 
decree 
before us 
envinces." 
At the very end of the term, 
a series of cases from New 
York turned the entire area of 
reapportionment 
procedures 
into a three-ring circus with 
several unexpected 
encores. 
The curtain arose on the first 
act in June, 1964, when theU. S. 
Supreme Court held that New 
York had 
violated the Four­ 
teenth Amendment by providing 
in its State Constitution for a 
legislature based in part on 
county structure. R was too late 
to fashion a different reappor­ 
tionment plan for the 1964 elec­ 


tions, 
so the district court 
ordered that the scheduled elec­ 
tions take place under the New 
York Constitution whose pro­ 
visions, in existence since 1894, 
were suddenly found to be in­ 
valid in Washington. Thus, in 
violation of the New York Con­ 
stitution, the district court or­ 
dered that the legislators so 
elected serve for one year in­ 
stead of two. They were told 
to submit a new apportionment 
plan to be approved by the dis­ 
trict court, run in 1965, again 
serve only one year, and run in 
1966, under the new plan. The 
Supreme Court summarily af­ 
firmed this order, over the 
dissents of Justices Harlan and 
Stewart.

McNamara said today Commu­ 
nist forces in South Viet Nam 
are taking their orders "noi 
only day to day but hour to 
hour" from Hanoi. 
McNamara told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
the Vietnamese war stems from 
flagrant Communist aggression 
and intervention. 
He offered that description of 
the Aslan struggle after chair­ 
man J . W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
asked whether UJ>. treaty com­ 
mitments cover intervention in 
a civil war. 
McNamara said if Fulbright 
was implying the Vietnamese 
struggle is a civil war "I strong­ 
ly dissent. 
"That is one of the most flag- 
grant cases of outside interven­ 
tion and outside aggression in 
the past decade." 
McNamara said that before 
U.S. combat troops were sent 
into South Viet Nam thousands 
of Communist North Vietnam­ 
ese 
had Infiltrated into the 
South. 
Today, McNamara said, 20,- 
000 or more North Vietnamese 
fighting men are in South Viet 
Nam. 
McNamara 
testified before 
television cameras and a capa­ 
city crowd in support of the ad­ 
ministration's 
$917 - million 
million military assistance pro­ 
gram. The bill does not in­ 
clude military aid for South 
Viet Nam. That is part of the 
defense budget. 
McNamara told the commit­ 
tee 
the 
nation's 
military 
strength is so great it has been 


possible to commit 325,000 men 
to the Viet Nam war without 
calling up Reservists or con­ 
trolling the economy. 
"No other nation in history 
has ever been so strong," he 
added. 
"Never has any other nation 
—never has the United States — 
carried 
such great military 
strength with so little burden on 
its society." 
When McNam-ra completed 
his statement questioning quick­ 
ly turned from the bill itself to 
the Southeast Asian situation. 
McNamara's 
appearance 
came a day after Senate Repub­ 
lican Leader Everett M. Dirk- 
sen said

Leader Gerald R. Ford "wait 
pretty far” when Ford charged

of the 
war.

"In what respect is it shock­ 
ing?” Dirksen asked at a news 
conference Tuesday. "Who are 
the shockers?” Dirksen also 
said: "You don't demean the 
chief magistrate of your coun­ 
try at a time like this when the 
war is on. You stand up to be 
counted." 
Ford 
had no comment on 
Dirksen's statements, but told 
a newsman he thinks "we've 
got McNamara on the run." 
McNamara did not elaborate 
in his testimony on the 325,000 
figure. But he evidently meant 
the 240,000 UJS. servicemen in 
Viet Nam, some 60,000 with 7th 
Fleet ships operating off Viet 
Nam, some 13,000 in Thailand 
and 
thousands of others on 
Guam where B52 bombers are 
stationed.

A library is many things. It is, first of all, 
a repository of the thoughts, the wisdoms, 
the failures and successes, and events great and 
small which marred or brightened the cen­ 
turies which have passed.

More people every day are learning about an 
electronic device in Washington, D. C., which 
clicks and whirrs and flashes lights as it carries 
on a continuous search for bad drivers. 
The electronic device is operated by the Na­ 
tional Driver Register Service, whose job it is 
to identify drivers whose licenses have been 
revoked for drunken driving and fatality re­ 
sponsibility. 
People whose licenses have been revoked in one 
state for these two offenses often, with a self- 
congratulating gleam in their eyes, drive to the 
next state and apply for another license. 
This used to be a ruse that worked. But now 
all 50 states routinely submit a “ search re­ 
quest” to NDRS for every out-of-stater who 
applies for a license. If the applicant’s license 
has been revoked in another state, he won’t get 
official permission to drive. 
NDRS has been operating since July 1, 1961; 
and the federal agency has made nearly 40,000 
identifications of drivers whose licenses have 
been revoked. 
Legislation now pending in Congress will enable 
states to furnish information on licenses lost 
for any reason, including mental or physical 
incompetency. 
If such legislation is approved, it will be 
virtually impossible for a driver on any state’s 
revoked list to obtain a license through evasion 
and fraud. 
Even now, many dangerous drivers are being 
kept off the highways. 
Recently, NDRS asked its electronic brain to 
look for the name and description of a man who 
was applying for a driver’s license in Arkansas. 
The machine discovered that the applicant had 
lost his license three times in Texas for 
drqpkeii driving. Furthermore, he had been 


involved in 10 traffic accidents in Texas and 
had been convicted of reckless driving in Ken­ 
tucky. 
Will the wonders of our electronic age never 
cease? Let’s hope not.

RETURNING TO FDR’S WORK 
No extraordinary notice was taken last week 
of the twenty first anniversary of the death of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Indeed, his passing 
had been marked by a lesser display of moufning 
than was that of President Kennedy. But then, 
so many others were dying 20 years ago. So 
many gold stars were replacing the blue stars 
in the service flags. 
Yet Americans probably never were more 
deeply moved by a President, not even by 
Abraham Lincoln. There is the testimony of 
Roosevelt’s four elections contrasted with the 
bitterness of Lincoln’s second campaign. Ac­ 
tually, Americans were engaged in reworking 
their destiny, and President Roosevelt was so 
engaged with them that nation and leader were 
inseparable. A pattern was set which still is 
the American pattern. 
Distinctions and differences may be noted, but 
Washington correspondents almost automatical­ 
ly write of the Johnson Administration in the 
terms of 21 years ago. They compare, for exam­ 
ple, Mr. Johnson’s first 100 days with FDR’s 
100 days. True, the achievements of two decades 
ago were improvised while Mr. Johnson’s are 
carefully planned—but planned in the pattern of a 
New Deal for the ordinary citizen. Contemporary 
concerns, fundamentally, are the concerns of 21 
years ago — employment, schooling, economic 
reconstruction, help for the poor, the sick, the 
old. What motivates the “war againstproverty” 
if not a desire to extend the New Deal? 
Roosevelt was diverted by the world’s bloodiest 
war, but he hoped that victory would enable the 
nation to get on with the work. No man can say 
whether he had an intimation of the cold war to 
come, and of further diversion. But except for 
Viet Nam, international pressures have been 
eased. Attention again centers on individual well 
being. And if the world escapes the folly of 
another vast war, it seems that this focus will not 
change in the years ahead. 
The social shock of the Depression turned 
Americans to the compassionate and, on the 
whole, successful innovations of the New Deal. 
And today the realization that “ the other Amer­ 
ica,” and especially the Negro, has not yet fully 
benefited by those innovations is turning us again 
toward the goals of justice and compassion, and 
the achievement of an economy adequate to make 
them real for all. Just as Mr. Roosevelt hoped 
to return to the interrupted work, so the nation 
is now turning to it as minds and energy are 
being freed for the work. 
The tragedy lies in its interruption by wars. 
Thus it has become even more important than 
it seemed to be in New Deal days to recognize 
that the responsibility for human welfare, for a 
better life for every man, involves a decent 
concern not only for our own, but also for all 
nations. The perfection of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s work is the world’s work. Nothing less is 
worthy of any man.

Bu the cancer problem is not 
at all as gloomy as it was a 
few years ago. Modern science 
and education have made great 
inroads on the disease. There 
are 1,400,000 Americans alive 
today, cured of cancer. A quar­ 
te r of a century ago there were 
only 260,000. 
Twenty years ago only one out 
of four stricken with the dis­ 
ease was saved. Now it is one 
out of three. It could be one 
out of two, that is, if all of us 
exercised necessary precau­ 
tions. This is why education is 
so important -- people must 
know the facts and be persuaded 
to act in time. Action requires 
a health checkup by a physician 
every year and being constantly 
on the alert to cancer's seven 
danger signals. 
Research is most important. 
The lives of half of those who 
develop cancer depend on future 
research. The American Can­ 
cer Society needs more re ­ 
search funds to support more 
of the projects recommended 
by the distinguished scientists 
who are on its Research Ad­ 
visory Council. 
So when an American Cancer 
volunteer calls, 
“ open your 
doors and your hearts" and 
your minds.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON—Lyndon John­ 
son, who has been accused un­ 
fairly, of using influence with 
the 
Federal Communications 
Commission to role up a m ulti­ 
million dollar TV-radio mo­ 
nopoly in Austin for Lady Bird, 
has a unique opportunity to com­ 
bat this accusation with the ap­ 
pointment of a new FCC chair­ 
man. 
Some advisers want him to ap­ 
point a new chairman who won't 
rock the boat, won't scare the 
TV industry. On the other hand 
there is no industry which needs 
more rocking than the huge net­ 
works and group broadcasters, 
m any controlled by defense con­ 
tracto rs, which with the use of 
public owned airwaves, have 
rolled up profits as much as 
40 percent. 
In 1964 the fifteen network 
owned stations made a profit 
of 37.6 percent. Profits have 
soared 
so fantastically that 
w nc-T V in Pittsburgh was sold 
last fall to the Cox Broadcasting 
Company for $20,600,000. Since 
the tangible assets of the sta­ 
tion were listed at $3,800,000, 
the balance, or $16,800,000 was 
the value of the federal license 
--a license owned by the Am er­ 
ican people, but granted by the 
FCC as the agent for the people. 
That agency in the past has 
been pretty much the puppet 
of the broadcasting world, and 
any FCC chairman who really 
trie s to exercise authority, such 
as retiring William Henry, finds 
him self attacked by the indus­ 
try , 
castigated 
by Madison- 
A venue minded congressmen, 
ham strung by some of his own 
associates, and eventually re ­ 
signs. 
Meanwhile a dangerous trend 
has developed in the broadcast­ 
ing industry which Lyndon John­ 
son needs to watch even closer 
than he is accused of once 
watching his wife’s TV mo­ 
nopoly in Austin. This trend 
is the branching out of televi­ 
sion into education and pub­ 
lishing, with control sometimes 
resting with defense contrac­ 


tors. 
BOOKS AND BROADCASTERS 
Profits have been so great 
in the TV industry that the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
which owns one of the biggest 
networks, NBC, has announced 
the purchase of Random House 
Books, one of the major pub­ 
lishing houses. 
CBS has gone further. It an­ 
nounced, Sept. 29 last year an 
agreement to acquire Allyn and 
Bacon, 
probably the biggest 
supplier 
of educational ma­ 
terials 
for pre-kindergarten, 
high school, college and gradu­ 
ate work in the nation. Said 
CBS: “ Our businesses dovetail 
nicely." 
On top of this, CBS last March 
moved to acquire creative play­ 
things of Princeton, N. J .,to -- 
gether with learning center. 
The first is a top supplier of 
3 -dimensional educational sys­ 
tem s for nursery schools, the 
second a developer of teaching 
techniques for children. 
This means that CBS, on top 
of its tremendous impact on the 
adult audience through TV, will 
now increase its juvenile im­ 
pact through three subsidiaries 
dealing with cradle to adult 
education. 
In other words, the networks 
are fast encroaching on the 
field of the public school, the 
college and the university. Yet 
while public schools are ad­ 
ministered by local and state 
school boards, subject to the 
will of the people, the networks 
are subject only to a handful 
of Madison Avenue executives 
and Wall Street directors in­ 
terested in a profit of 37.6 
percent. 
Colleges and universities are 
administered by trained educa­ 
to rs and gives the widest lati­ 
tude to free speech, freedom 
of learning, exposure to out­ 
side speakers and teachers. A 
system of exchange professors 
bring viewpoints from England, 
the European continent and all 
parts of the USA. But not the

Only the American Broadcast­ 
ing Company accepts outside 
producers and programs. 
IKES LAST MESSAGE 
Equally dangerous has been 
the trend toward ownership of 
television by big defense con­ 
tractors. President Eisenhower 
in his last message to the 
American people warned of the 
alliance between the Defense 
contractor and the Pentagon, 
which administered the first 
peacetime army and navy in 
America’s history. 
At that time Ike did not fore­ 
see a further development-- 
the entrance of defense con­ 
tractors into the broadcasting 
field where they can directly 
influence public opinion. Having 
NBC owned by one of the major 
defense contractors, for in­ 
stance, is like having General 
Motors own the New York Times 
o r General Dynamics own the 
Washington Post. 
It could be one of the most 
dangerous conflict of public in­ 
terest in the nation, especially 
in view of NBC’s closed shop 
policy. 
Other big defense contractors 
in the TV broadcasting field 
are General Electric; General 
T ire and Rubber which makes 
the Polaris m issile; American 
Aviation Company, and West- 
inghouse. The latter, it should 
be noted, does a broad-minded 
non-closed shop Job of inform­ 
ing the public.

Labor Leaders, Angered by 
Medicare Operation, Plan Fight 
to Monitor Doctors' Bills. 
Washington, D. C.: - Some of 
the nation’s militant labor lead­ 
ers 
and 
their 
welfare 
specialists are ruefully con­ 
sidering advising their people 
to stop supporting the govern­ 
ment’s voluntary medicare pro­ 
gram and to pull out, if they're 
in it. 
After fighting for it for years, 
these unionists agree with old 
Publilius Syrus that there are 
some remedies worse than the 
disease. 
The union chiefs are angered 
because they have been cut out 
of the program incisively by a 
federal scapel. 
They are saying the voluntary 
cost - $3 a month, $36 a year 
($72 for an elderly couple) - 
is too high. 
Furtherm ore, 
they 
charge 
that doctors’ fees will be ex­ 
cessive and that labor should 
be monitoring these bills — 
and now can’t. 
And not the least of the labor 
leaders’ anxieties is in being 
cut off from an influential bloc 
of people whom the unions have 
serviced 
for 
years — the 
organized, ever • active, con­ 
stantly vocal "re tire e s.” 
In some industries, such as 
steel and auto, workers a re now 
annually retiring by the scores 
of thousands. 
The union officials have been 
agitated by the government’s 
decision not to do business with 
the labor movement in the medi­ 
care operation. In effect, this 
means that only a few major 
interm ediaries will be 
the 
go . between linking perhaps 
7,100 hospitals, 17,000 old-age 
homes 
and 
institutions and 
mushrooming nursing homes. 
Such organizations as the Blue 
Cross and insurance companies 
will take the hospital bills, pro­ 
vide the money, and finally the 
reimbursement from the gov­ 
ernment. 
In all, this is expected to ex­ 
ceed some three billion dollars 
in the first full year. 
Thus, despite labor’s welfare 
fund servicing of members over 
the years, the unions will lose 
contact with their people once 
they hit 65 and retire. 
This is no minute matter in 
this land where someone turns 
65 every 25 seconds. 
The 
words "aged” 
and 
"aging” are not in their glos- 


.the labor • led National Coun­ 
cil of Senior Citizens, covering 
more 
than 2,000 
social, 
religious, welfare, civil rights 
and union club organizations. It 
has 2,000,000 members in 70 
state and area councils.

political force — led by the

"So, we now are chagrined

sale, retail and small manu­ 
facturing shop union, one of 
the most militant in the land. 
"The government now, 
by 
shifting the fiscal operations 
to Blue Cross and insurance 
companies, separates the re­ 
tiring membership from 
the 
unions. This will cut the final 
vestiges of contact between the 
unions and their members be­ 
cause this link has been based 
on welfare and hospitalization 
and retirem ent funds. 
"Of course, you’re right when 
you say that will also cut the 
unions 
from 
vital political 
cadres. The retirees have been 
doing yeoman work in all the 
legislative lobbying. They are 
veteran unionists, instilled in 
the 
old 
tradition 
and 
they 
have the time to help." 
Furtherm ore, 
says Bal- 
dimger, the old comprehensive 
medical coverage provided by 
the unions is less expensive.

Big Brother is watching you. 
More people every day are learning about an 
electronic device in Washington, D. C., which 
clicks and whirrs and flashes lights as it carries 
on a continuous search for bad drivers. 
The electronic device is operated by the Na­ 
tional Driver Register Service, whose job it is 
to identify drivers whose licenses have been 
revoked for drunken driving and fatality re­ 
sponsibility. 
People whose licenses have been revoked in one 
state for these two offenses often, with a self- 
congratulating gleam in their eyes, drive to the 
next state and apply for another license. 
This used to be a ruse that worked. But now 
all 50 states routinely submit a “ search re­ 
quest** to NDRS for every out-of-stater who 
applies for a license. If the applicant’s license 
has been revoked in another state, he won’t get 
official permission to drive. 
NDRS has been operating since July I, 1961; 
and the federal agency has made nearly 40,000 
identifications of drivers whose licenses have 
been revoked. 
Legislation now pending in Congress will enable 
states to furnish information on licenses lost 
for any reason, including mental or physical 
incompetency. 
lf such legislation is approved, it will be 
virtually impossible for a driver on any state's 
revoked list to obtain a license through evasion 
and fraud. 
Even now, many dangerous drivers are being 
kept off the highways. 
Recently, NDRS asked its electronic brain to 
look for the name and description of a man who 
was applying for a driver’s license in Arkansas. 
The machine discovered that the applicant had 
lost his license three times in Texas for 
di qpkeu driving. Furthermore, he had been 


involved in IO traffic accidents in Texas and 
had been convicted of reckless driving in Ken­ 
tucky. 
Will the wonders of our electronic age never 
cease? Let’s hope not.

RETURNING TO FDR’S WORK 
No extraordinary notice was taken last week 
of the twenty first anniversary of the death of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Indeed, his passing 
had been marked by a lesser display of mourning 
than was that of President Kennedy. But then, 
so many others were dying 20 years ago. So 
many gold stars were replacing the blue stars 
in the service flags. 
Yet Americans probably never were more 
deeply moved by a President, not even by 
Abraham Lincoln. There is the testimony of 
Roosevelt’s four elections contrasted with the 
bitterness of Lincoln’s second campaign. Ac­ 
tually, Americans were engaged in reworking 
their destiny, and President Roosevelt was so 
engaged with them that nation and leader were 
inseparable. A pattern was set which still is 
the American pattern. 
Distinctions and differences may be noted, but 
W ashington correspondents almost automatical­ 
ly write of the Johnson Administration in the 
terms of 21 years ago. They compare, for exam­ 
ple, Mr. Johnson’s first IOO days with FDR’s 
IOO days. True, the achievements of two decades 
ago were improvised while Mr. Johnson’s are 
carefully planned—but planned in the pattern of a 
New Deal for the ordinary citizen. Contemporary 
concerns, fundamentally, are the concerns of 21 
years ago — employment, schooling, economic 
reconstruction, help for the poor, the sick, the 
old. What motivates the “war againstproverty’’ 
if not a desire to extend the New Deal? 
Roosevelt was diverted by the world’s bloodiest 
war, but he hoped that victory would enable the 
nation to get on with the work. No man can say 
whether he had an intimation of the cold war to 
come, and of further diversion. But except for 
Viet Nam, international pressures have been 
eased. Attention again centers on individual well 
being. And if the world escapes the folly of 
another vast war, it seems that this focus will not 
change in the years ahead. 
The social shock of the Depression turned 
Americans to the compassionate and, on the 
whole, successful innovations of the New Deal. 
And today the realization that “ the other Amer­ 
ica,*’ and especially the Negro, has not yet fully 
benefited by those innovations is turning us again 
toward the goals of justice and compassion, and 
the achievement of an economy adequate to make 
them real for all. Just as Mr. Roosevelt hoped 
to return to the interrupted work, so the nation 
is now turning to it as minds and energy are 
being freed for the work. 
The tragedy lies in its interruption by wars. 
Thus it has become even more important than 
it seemed to be in New Deal days to recognize 
that the responsibility for human welfare, for a 
better life for every man, involves a decent 
concern not only for our own, but also for all 
nations. The perfection of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s work is the world’s work. Nothing less is 
worthy of any man.

FDA's new medical director, 
Joseph F. Sa dusk, J r., M .l\ The 
controversy, it goes on,

by 
an objective appraisal of 
the medical and scientific data 
available." It then makes this 
all important point; "It would 
be well for 
the FDA to bear 
this in mind

regulatory power with discre­ 
tion In any area in which

agrees 
that a drug,

tentially hazardous and having

WASHINGTON—Lyndon John­ 
son, who has been accused un­ 
fairly, of using Influence with 
the 
Federal Communications 
Commission to role up a multi­ 
million dollar TV-radio mo­ 
nopoly in Austin for Lady Bird, 
has a unique opportunity to com­ 
bat this accusation with the ap­ 
pointment of a new FCC chair­ 
man. 
Some advisers want him to ap­ 
point a new chairman who won't 
rock the boat, won't scare the 
TV Industry. On the other hand 
there is no industry which needs 
m ore rocking than the huge net­ 
works and group broadcasters, 
many controlled by defense con­ 
tracto rs, which with the use of 
public owned airwaves, have 
rolled up profits as much as 
40 percent. 
In 1964 the fifteen network 
owned stations made a profit 
of 37.6 percent. Profits have 
soared 
so 
fantastically that 
WDC-TV in Pittsburgh was sold 
last fall to the Cox Broadcasting 
Company for $20,600,000. Since 
the tangible assets of the sta­ 
tion were listed at $3,800,000, 
the balance, or $16,800,000 was 
the value of the federal license 
--a license owned by the Am er­ 
ican people, but granted by the 
FCC as the agent for the people. 
That agency In the past has 
been pretty much the puppet 
of the broadcasting world, and 
any FCC chairman who really 
trie s to exercise authority, such 
as retiring William Henry, finds 
himself attacked by the Indus­ 
try , 
castigated 
by Madlson- 
A venue minded congressmen, 
hamstrung by some of hts own 
associates, and eventually re ­ 
signs. 
Meanwhile a dangerous trend 
has developed In the broadcast­ 
ing industry which Lyndon John­ 
son needs to watch even closer 
than he is accused of once 
watching his wife’s TV mo­ 
nopoly In Austin. This trend 
Is the branching out of televi­ 
sion into education and pub­ 
lishing, with control sometimes 
resting with defense contrac­ 


tors. 
BOOKS AND BROADCASTERS 
Profits have been so great 
in the TV industry that the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
which owns one of the biggest 
networks, NBC, has announced 
the purchase of Random House 
Books, one of the major pub­ 
lishing houses. 
CBS has gone further. It an­ 
nounced, Sept. 29 last year an 
agreement to acquire Allyn and 
Bacon, 
probably the biggest 
supplier 
of educational ma­ 
terials 
for pre-kindergarten, 
high school, college and gradu­ 
ate work In the nation. Said 
CBS: “ Our businesses dovetail 
nicely." 
On top of this, CBS last March 
moved to ac quire creative play­ 
things of Princeton, N, J ., to-* 
gether with learning center. 
The first is a top supplier of 
3-dimensional educational sys­ 
tem s for nursery schools, the 
second a developer of teaching 
techniques for children. 
This means that CBS, on top 
of its tremendous impact on the 
adult audience through TV, will 
now increase its juvenile im­ 
pact through three subsidiaries 
dealing with cradle to adult 
education. 
In other words, the networks 
are fast encroaching on the 
field of the public school, the 
college and the university. Yet 
while public schools are ad­ 
m inistered by local and state 
school boards, subject to the 
will of the people, the networks 
are subject only to a handful 
of Madison Avenue executives 
and Wall Street directors In­ 
terested In a profit of 37.6 
percent. 
Colleges and universities are 
adm inistered by trained educa­ 
to rs and gives the widest lati­ 
tude to free speech, freedom 
of learning, exposure to out­ 
side speakers and teachers. A 
system of exchange professors 
bring viewpoints from 
the European continent and all 
parts of the USA. But not the 
networks

operate a closed shop as far 
as outside talent is concerned. 
N Inety percent of network pro­ 
graming is produced by the nets 
on which they make a second 
profit. 
This is like the New 
York 
Tim es Sunday magazine or the 
Saturday Evening Post refusing 
to accept articles by w riters not 
on their staffs, or like a uni­ 
versity barring lectures by out­ 
side professors. 
Only the American Broadcast­ 
ing Company accepts outside 
producers and program s. 
IKES LAST MESSAGE 
Equally dangerous has been 
the trend toward ownership of 
television by big defense con­ 
tractors. President Elsenhower 
In his last message to the 
American people warned of the 
alliance between the Defense 
contractor and the Pentagon, 
which administered the first 
peacetime army and navy in 
A m erica's history. 
At that time Ike did not fore­ 
see a further development— 
the entrance of defense con­ 
tracto rs Into the broadcasting 
field where they can directly 
influence public opinion. Having 
N BC owned by one of the major 
defense contractors, for In­ 
stance, Is like having General 
Motors own the New York Times 
o r General Dynamics own the 
Washington Post. 
It could be one of the most 
dangerous conflict of public in­ 
terest In the nation, especially 
In view of NBC’s closed shop 
policy. 
Other big defense contractors 
in the TV broadcasting field 
art* 1 amici a1 Kiel trie; General 
T ire and Rubber which makes 
the Polaris m issile; American

Labor L eaders, Angered by 
Medicare Operation, Plan Fight 
to Monitor Doctors* BUU. 
Washington, D. Cu — Some of 
the nation's mUltant labor lead­ 
ers 
and 
their 
welfare 
specialists are ruefully con­ 
sidering advising their people 
to stop supporting the govern­ 
ment's voluntary medicare pro­ 
gram and to pull out, lf they're 
in It. 
After fighting for It for years, 
these unionists agree with old 
Publilius Syrus that there are 
some rem edies worse than the 
disease. 
The union chiefs are angered 
because they have been cut out 
of the program Incisively by a 
federal sea pel. 
They are saying the voluntary 
cost - $3 a month, $36 a year 
($72 for an elderly couple) - 
is too high. 
Furtherm ore, 
they 
charge 
that doctors* fees wUl be ex­ 
cessive and that labor should 
be monitoring these bills — 
and now can't. 
And not the least of the labor 
leaders* anxieties is in being 
cut off from an Influential bloc 
of people whom the unions have 
serviced 
for 
years — the 
organized, ever • active, con­ 
stantly vocal "re tire e s." 
In some Industries, such aa 
steel and auto, workers a re now 
annually retiring by the scores 
of thousands. 
The union officials have been 
agitated by the government's 
decision not to do business with 
UM labor movement in th* medi­ 
care operation. In effect, this 
means that only a few major 
Interm ediaries will be 
the 
go • between linking perhaps 
7,100 hospitals, 17,000 oldage 
homes 
and 
institutions and 
mushrooming nursing homes. 
Such organizations as the Blue 
Cross and Insurance companies 
will take the hospital b ills,pro­ 
vide the money, and finally the 
reimbursement from the gov­ 
ernment. 
In all, this is expected to ex­ 
ceed some three billion dollars 
In the first full year. 
Thus, despite labor's welfare 
fund servicing of members over 
the years, the unions will lose 
contact with their people once 
they hit 65 and retire.

fo r the annual bosses night 
banquet. This is the 16th an­ 
nual dinner of the G irardot 
Chapter. 
The them e for the 
evening was “ Show Boat on the 
M ississippi,” 
with 
favors, 
decorations and entertainm ent 
following this theme. 
The invocation was given by 
Thom as Meyer. P resident Miss 
Elnora Tucker introduced the 
m aster of cerem onies, Jack 
H im m elberger. 
Entertainm ent “ Fit for All 
Kings” was in charge of Anita 
Meinz, and this was a melo­ 
dram a presented by the profes­ 
so rs and faculty of the speech 
departm ent of Southeast M is­ 
so u ri State College. 
Erm a H esskam p's boss, Wal­ 
te r Oberheide, was crowned 
king boss for the 1966-67 year. 
Outgoing king boss was F o rrest 
Rose. 
The after dinner speaker was 
Edwin Clark, chairm an of the 
Board of D irectors of South-’ 
w estern Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany of St. Louis. 
Women were urged to enter 
into politics at the precinct or 
w ard level and to take a more 
active interest in governm ental 
affairs by Clark. 
Pleaded for greater com m u­ 
nity concern with education. 
Cited inflation as the nation's 
g reatest economic p eril, and— 
Detailed the growth of state 
socialism in Am erica. 
Clark noted the economic pow­ 
e r of women, their ownership 
of common stock in the nation’s 
corporations, the amount of real 
estate they own and control and 
th at they spend the nation's 
money. 
It was women, he said, who 
led many of the w orld's great 
refo rm s and who brought better 
living and health standards to 
A m erica. 
He suggested that with 
this 
pow er it is time they become 
involved in governmental af­ 
fa irs , and that the sta rt be made 
on the ward or precinct level. 
“ If you're really interested in 
good government,” C lark said, 
"th e n go to ward m eetings, 
precinct meetings and find out 
what kind of people a re seeking 
office.” 
T here, he said, they would find 
whether candidates have integ­ 
rity , m orality and ch aracter or 
sim ply 
selfish reasons 
for 
seeking office. 
“ It seem s to me that men have 
m ade a m ess of politics; that 
women of this country can do 
som ething if they really want to 
do something.” 
Clark pointed out that the deci- 
sions of office are made at the 
precinct level, not in the voting 
booth. “ We need people who will 
stand for sound, honest, p ro­ 
gressive government,” he said. 
D iscussing the part of educa­ 
tion in the future of the country 
C lark said it is a m atter of 
com munity decision w hether the 
people want to spend the neces­ 
s a ry money so th eir children 
a r e pushed to their lim it in 
th e ir capacity to learn. 
He said all too often the bright 
students must suffer and stand 
s till because they are held back 
in the classroom by those with 
le s s e r ability. 
The colleges, Clark continued, 
a re being overwhelmed with 
students. Industry is seeking 
th e best. The College Boards 
a r e becoming more stric t. 
This raise s the question in 
public schools whether there 
w ill be divided classes so the 
pupils are really educated to 
th e maximum amount they can 


be, Clark said. 
“ I think today we are neglect­ 
ing our sm art young people and 
talking over the heads of the 
o th e rs,” he said. 
“ It seem s to me that every­ 
one today m ust have a diploma. 
Industry has found that a diplo­ 
ma doesn't always mean much. 
Industry must test graduates to 
se e if they really have ability 
and can le a rn .” 
He urged that the people of the 
nation's com munities find out 
what their children are taught. 
C lark cited the changes that 
have come in the nation's h is­ 
tory books alone, recalling that 
at one tim e they carried the 
sto ry of A m erica’s great men, 
th e ir words and their actions. 
Today, he said, it is a ra re h is­ 
tory book that mentions Patrick 
H enry's “ Give Me Liberty or 
Give Me Death,” or John Paul 
Jones, “ We Have Just Begun to 
F ight,” or the other words and 
deeds of men who helped mold 
the nation. 
“ I think it is your job to find 
"out what is being taught in your 
schools,” Clark said. 
Turning to the national econ­ 
om y, the speaker said today's 
dollar is worth approxim ately 
half of what the 1940 dollar was 
worth and it appears by 1970 
the 1966 dollar will be worth 25 
p e r cent less. This inflation, he 
said, has been going on since 
1940 and " i s going to get worse, 
I'm afraid.” 
He attributed this decline in the 
do llar’s value to poor govern­ 
ment 
policies and 
continual 
spending beyond income. “ In­ 
flation is our greatest danger.” 
D iscussing Social Security and 
the new M edicare program , he 
said it is the young people of 
the nation who must pay the 
cost. “ It is the young people 
who are going to support the 
old ones.” He said if all pay­ 
m ents to the Social Security 
program were to stop today, 
th e re are only enough funds on 
hand to continue the program 
fo r 14 months. 
“ When we talk here about 
state socialism , the people of 
this country say ‘No, we don't 
want that.’ But they don't seem 
to realize that when we talk 
about the G reat Society or the 
New F ro n tier, it's the sam e 
thing. 
“ I think that things are really 
se rio u s, that w e're going down 
that road,” Clark said. 
Those attending from Sikeston,

Clark pointed out that the deci­ 
sions of office are made at the 
precinct level, not in the voting 
booth. "We need people who will 
stand for sound, honest, pro­ 
gressive government," he said. 
Discussing the part of educa­ 
tion in the future of the country 
Clark said it is a matter of 
community decision whether the 
people want to spend the neces­ 
sary money so their chUdren 
are pushed to their limit in 
their capacity to learn. 
He said all too often the bright 
students must suffer and stand 
still because they are holdback 
In the classroom by those with 
lesser ability. 
The colleges, Clark continued, 
are being overwhelmed with 
students. Industry is seeking 
the best. The College Boards 
are becoming more strict. 
This raises the question in 
public schools whether there 
will be divided classes so the 
pupils are really educated to 
the maximum amount they can 


be, Clark said. 
" I think tote) we are neglect- 
tn Our smart young people and 
talking over the heads of the 
others," he said. 
"It seems to me that every­ 
one today must have a diploma. 
Industry has found that a diplo­ 
ma doesn't always mean much. 
Industry must test graduates to 
see if they really have ability 
and can learn."

the nation. 
" I think it is your Job to find 
out what Is being taught in your 
schools," Clark said. 
Turning to the national econ­ 
omy, the speaker said today's 
dollar Is worth approximately 
half of what the 1940 dollar was 
worth and it appears by 1970 
the 1966 dollar will be worth 25 
Per cent less. This inflation, he 
said, has been going on since 
1940 and "Is going to get worse, 
Pm afraid."

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— In 
Washington a sudden burst of 
words sometimes has a new and 
sunny and even hopeful look, 
like fresh flowers ready to 
bloom. 
TTien suddenly you remember 
something, 
something that's 
been said, and the new words 
lose their newness, hope looks 
less real, the bloom seems a 
little jaded, and you begin to 
fear what was sunny was in 
your imagination. 
Senate Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield proposed Mon­ 
day with the best of intentions 
that Japan or Burma take the 
lead in bringing about a “ direct 
confrontation across a peace 
table'* of the United States, Chi­ 
na, North Viet Nam and “ essen­ 
tial" elements from South Viet 
Nam. 
It was a hopeful thought. 
It was followed up by the 
Johnson administration which 
Tuesday invited Burma, Japan 
or other Asian countries to take 
what initiative they see fit to 
help arrange a Viet Nam peace 
conference. The State Depart­ 
ment heartily endorsed Mans­ 


field's proposal. But— 
The chance that North Viet 
Nam or Red China would act on 
Mansfield's idea doesn't look 
any more likely now, of course, 
than it did earlier this year 
when for weeks President John­ 
son stopped the bombing of 
North Viet Nam and worked 
hard to get peace talks going. 
In fact, there is probably less 
reason to think Red China and 
North Viet Nam would want 
peace now than then, and not 
only because of the turmoil in­ 
side South Viet Nam. 
For, while Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and Arthur J. Gold­ 
berg, U.S. amliassador to the 
United Nations, were both en­ 
dorsing Mansfield's suggestion 
for getting Peking to talk peace, 
both were laying down tough 
conditions for dealing with Red 
China or letting her into the 
United Nations. 
Over the weekend, Rusk's tes­ 
timony given in closed session 
before a congressional commit­ 
tee was released, and indicated 
he didn't expect Red China to 
abandon its aggressive policy 
for a generation and that this 
country would try to stop Pe­ 
king's aggression whenever it 


was attempted. 
In his 10-pointed policy for 
dealing with the Red Chinese he 
did include some suggestions 
for trying to improve rela­ 
tions. The United States this 
month made a try at this. It 
invited Red China to send some 
of its scientists and scholars 
to American universities. The 
Red Chinese quickly responded 
with what they thought of this. 
They called it a fraud. 
So all that Rusk said, and he 
went to great length to say it, 
and what the Chinese said brief­ 
ly, was hardly conducive, or a 
good preliminary, to peace talks 
on Viet Nam. 
And Tuesday Goldberg listed 
four minimum conditions for 
permitting Red China to get into 
the United Nations, while saying 
the United States would oppose 
membership for her this year as 
in all previous years. 
The 
Goldberg 
conditions 
would mean Red China, in ef­ 
fect, would have to abandon her 
present positions. (And that's 
not likely, any time soon.) 
These were the Goldberg con­ 
ditions: Red China would have 
to give up her demand that 
American - backed Nationalist 
China must be thrown out of the 
United Nations; she must give 
up her demand for U.N.apology 
for helping South Korea in the 
Korean war; she must give up 
her demand for revision of the 


U.N. Charter; she must agree to 
abide by the U.N. Charter re­ 
quiring peaceful settlement of 
disputes. 
With 
Rusk 
and Goldberg 
sounding off on Red China like 
that—just at the moment the 
Johnson administration is wist­ 
fully embracing the Mansfield 
suggestion 
which wistfully 
talked of a peace conference 
with Red China — seems to 
stretch the imagination Just a 
little too much.

In b e t, there is probably less 
reason to think Red China and 
North Viet Nam would want 
peace now than then, and not 
only because of the turmoil in­ 
side South Viet Nam.

Gold­ 
berg, UJS. am tessador to the 
United Nations, were both en­ 
dorsing Mansfield's suggestion 
for getting Peking to talk peace, 
both were laying down tough 
conditions for dealing with Red 
China or letting her into the 
United Nations. 
Over the weekend, Rusk's tes­ 
timony given in closed session

This is part 
of the Marine pacification pro­ 
gram, in three. Marine enclaves 
— Da Nang, Chu Lai and Hue 
Phu Bai. 
Combined Action Squad 1 is 
located in this hamlet of 4,832 
persons 430 miles north of Sai­ 
gon. It is just outside of Hue 
Phu Bai. 
The lOlive dangerously. Five- 
man 
patrols 
are conducted 
around the clock. Their area of 
responsibility 
is 
35 
square 
miles bordering 
a river 45 
miles south of Communist North 
Viet Nam’s border. The other 
side of the river is Viet Cong 
controlled. 
The Marines* home is a Z- 
shaped 
bamboo-thatched 
hut 
located uear the edge of the vil­ 
lage. They have no electricity. 
Briefings at night are by can­ 
dlelight. Their only defense — 
outside of their rifles — are 
hundreds of sharply pointed 
bamboo stakes six feet high that 
form a perimeter around the 
camp. 
The Viet Cong have placed a 
price tag of 10,000 piasters — 
about $135 — on each Marine's 
head — dead or alive. But the 
villagers have been won over by 
the Marines. 
One of the prettiest girls in 
the hamlet who had the longest 
and most beautiful black hair 
was seen recently with her hair 
cut short. When Pfc. Hunter 
Moore of Alexandria, Va., who 
acts as an interpreter, asked the 
girl why she had her hair cut, 
she replied: “Now I look like 
Jackie Kennedy.” 
As Sgt. Thomas Cleary, 23,of 
Los Angeles, commander of the 
squad, put it: “ If any Viet Cong 
were within 1,000 yards of the 


village, we would have many of 
the villagers at our gate yelling, 
*VCI VC!* ” 
Recently, when the Marines 
were on patrol, the Viet Cong 
moved in and attacked the vil­ 
lage headquarters. The patrol 
heard the shooting and returned 
in time to beat off the attackers. 
But still, the men have one 
big complaint: “ There j^st isn't 
enough action. 
There may be soon, though. 
The rice harvest is due next 
month. The Viet Cong are hun­ 
gry and need to replenish their 
rice. They will have to come 
down from the hills into the rich 
valleys to get it.

‘We are Fighting for More 
Than Our Own Skins’ 


EDITOR'S NOTE - It 
was 
now Wednesday and the scuttle* 
butt said: Only two more days 
and then it's hit the Viet Cong. 
For Young Clark Richie It was a 
day of summing up: "W e are 
fighting for more than our own 
skins.** The following is the sto­ 
ry of the third of five agonizing 
days in the lift of a fighting 
American soldier in Viet Nam. 


CU CHI, South Viet 
Nam 
A P — Propaganda loudspeak­ 
ers blared in Vietnamese 
to­ 
ward 
the 
jungled plantation 
where the Viet Cong was forti­ 
fied in decades-old tunnels and 
trenches: "Give up, you 
are 
doomed. Turn yourself in, you 
won't be harmed.** 
On the perimeter of an Amer­ 
ican camp, atop his bunker just 
a rifle shop from the enemy 
plantation, a young soldier sat 
this Wednesday night huddled 
over a small transistor radio. 
> 
He was near Cu Chai, a town 
120 miles northeast 
of Saigon 
in the heart of a Communist 
stronghold. The soldier and the 
others of the 2nd Brigade, 25th 
Division had battled for every 
yard 
in 
establishing this 
base camp. 
- 
In the dark, the chatter of the 
propaganda broadcasts made a 
strange background 
for 
the 
voice coming over the little ra­ 
dio. It 
was the President of 
the United States. 
His words faded from time to 
time and blasts from American 
artillery drowned them out ev­ 
ery few minutes. 
Clark Richie, 22, of Jay Okla., 
put his ear next to the radio. He 
caught the President saying the 
United States stands for the 
self-determination of all people 
—that is why Americans are in 
Viet Nam. 
Johnson quoted other presi­ 
dents - Roosevelt, Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy - 
and 
said America had made prom­ 
ises. He praised the American 
fighting and 
sacrificing his 
youth, and time, and maybe his 
life in Viet Nam. 
Richie, unmarried, with a 68- 
year-old widowed mother 
and 
and 18-year-old girl friend at 
home, lay silent 
when 
the 
speech ended. Earlier this week 
he had said he figured America 
was here because if it didn't 
fight in Viet Nam now it would 
someday have to fight closer to 
home. 
But with shells 
screaming 
overhead, loudspeakers calling, 
and the echo of Johnson's words 
in his head, he thought it over. 
"It makes you sorta proud,** 
he said. 
"It makes me think we are 
fighting for more than our own 
skins.** He remembered 
the 
dark • eyed little girls he had 
instructed in their first English 
lesson the day before at Cu Chi. 
The children had looked up at 
the tall, red-haired Oklahoman 
and repeated after him: "Fine 
thank you. How are you." 
" I guess we're fighting for 
them, too,” Richie said. 
"But Charlie, as the GIs call 
the Viet Cong, I can’t 
figure 
him. He has hardly anything, 
but he makes something out of 
everything — from our empty 
C-ration cans to bamboo. 
" I hope - I know •• we're 
better," he 
continued, "but 
when you see the VC die as hard 
as they do it's tough to under­ 
stand. I'm amazed they still 
are effective soldiers." 
Richie had spent six months 
as a helicopter gunner in Viet 
Nam last year, but said ground 
fighting is "much rougher, mes­ 
s y." 
At dawn this same Wednes­ 
day, the guerrillas had opened 
up on the 1st Battalion about 200 
yards left of Richie and 
his 
three buddies in Bunker 14 of B 
company, 2nd Battalion. 


Richie was standing guard at 


the bunker then, while the oth­ 
ers ate breakfrst at the mess 


area. He passed up the 
hot 
breakfast. The feature 
was 
scrambled powdered eggs. He 
didn't like them so he opened a 
can of C-rations — "beef spiced 
with juices with water added" it 
said on the tin. 
As the sun behind 
them, 
the men washed and shaved 
under the bamboo that shrould- 
ed the bunker. It was starting to 
be uncomfortably warm by 
9 
o'clock. 
The heat reached its near-100 
peak about 2:30. The men grum­ 
bled about the dust and ants and 
mosquitoes. But most talk was 
about the operation coming up 
against the Viet Cong. It ap­ 
peared set for Friday, two days 
away, according to the best in­ 
formation they could get. Offi­ 
cial word was due Thursday. 
Next: The rumors are true. 
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Four Score and 7 
Easter 1966 came between the 
7th and Uth of the month. 
11 left after the betrayal and 
last supper. 
7 last words of Christ. 
After 
the Resurrection He 
appeared unto Mary Magdalene 
who had been possessed of the 
7 devils. 
Jesus later appeared unto the 
7 then to the 11. 
On the 11th the first giant stone 
weighing 22000 los. was placed 
for the wall at grave of John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy. 
From this site you can see 
the Memorial Bridge leading to 
the Lincoln Memorial. 
Kennedy 
surely must have 
idolized Lincoln and this helped 
to make him President. 
Both Lincoln and Kennedy were 
concerned with civil rights. 
Lincoln was elected in 1860 and 
Kennedy in 1960. 
Both were slain on Friday. 
Both were shot in the presence 
of their wives. 
Their successors both named 
Johnson were Southerners; both 
were Democrats and both had 
served in the United States Sen­ 
ate. 
Andrew Johnson was born in 
1808; L. Johnson 1908. 
John Wilkes Booth was born 
in 1839 and Harvey Oswald was 
born in 1939. 
Both Booth and Oswald were 
Southerners and both supported 
causes 
unpopular with most 
citizens. 
Both Booth and Oswald were 
murdered before their trials 
could be arranged. 
Both 
Presidents wives los* 
children through death while in 
the White House. 
Lincoln's 
secretary 
whose 
name was Kennedy urged him 
not to go to the theater and Ken­ 
nedy's whose name was Lincoln 
advised him not to go to Dallas. 
Both Lincoln and Kennedy had 
premonition of untimely death. 
Whether it was true worship 
or was a smart political move, 
Lincoln was Kennedy's stepping 
stone to the White House.

Economy 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (AP) —Rising 
prices are giving an unexpected 
glow to the economy. Is it the 
glow of health or offever? 
The three big spenders—con­ 
sum ers, business and govern­ 
ment—all have been paying out 
more dollars. But about a third 
of their increased outlays is due 
to higher price tags and only 
two-thirds represents buying of 
more units of output. 
Still, the rate of increase is 
larger than at any time since 
1950 when consumer panic buy­ 
ing at the outset of the Korean . 
War sent the economy soaring— 
in term s of dollars if not of 
health. 
The unexpected gain this year 
hasn’t been due to panic buying. 
It has been due more to af­ 
fluence. The spenders-consum- 
ers, business and government— 
all have had more dollars to 
spend. 
Consumers have more dollars 
because there are more jobs 
this year than last, because 
many wage scales have risen, 
and because in 1964 and 1965 
federal tax rates were cut with 
the aim of promoting prosperity 
and cutting unemployment. It 
worked. The nagging question 
now is if it worked too well. 
Business has more to spend 
this year, partly because it too 
enjoys lower tax rates than a 
few years back, but mainly be­ 
cause sales and profits have 
been soaring to record heights. 
Government 
has 
more to 
spend because the larger in­ 
com es of individuals and corpo­ 
rations have produced big tax 
collections even at lower rates. 
And also the government debt 
has risen, meaning Uncle Sam 
has borrowed to get the dollars 
for larger expenditures, both at 
home and in Viet Nam. 
Efforts to curb spending all 
along the line may check the 
economy’s faster pace a bit in 
the current April-June quarter. 
President Johnson has urged 
all hands to go slow, to put off 
some planned outlays, to shun 
products and services on which 
prices have been rising faster 
than the average. 
Top business executives have . 
promised to cut back some of

Eight Men Believe They 
Have Located Lost Mine 


BEND, Tex. AP — Fifty miles 
north of President Johnson's 
ranch, on a rock-choked hill 
overlooking the Colorado River, 
eight men think they have found 
the 
lost San Saba 
mine — 
legendary bonanza of two cen­ 
turies ago. 
The Spaniards abandoned the 
mine in 1785, so the story goes, 
when 2,000 Comanche Indians 
overan their mission. 
Men have searched for the 
mine ever since. 
Now eight men report they 
have found the ore. 
The geologist who spurred the 
hunt says they found it where 
Don Bernardo de Miranda said 
it was; on the Cerro del Al- 
magre — loosely, the Red Hill. 
Miranda, discoverer of the 
mine, was a lieutenant general 
of the Spanish Province of Tex­ 
as in the 18th century. He said 
the hill was so rich "I guarantee 
to give to every settler of the 
Province of Texas a full claim ." 
Arville 
Cummins, 
45, 
the 
geologist, says Miranda was 
right. The mine may be worth 
as much as $200 million, he 
says. 
Red Hill is about seven miles 
south of Bend, population 200. 
Five dark red boulders once 
stood where the men think the 
mine is today. They contrasted 
sharply with the dull gray dolo­ 
mite limestone. 
"I was curious about them 
from 
the very first," says 
rancher T. S. Lemons Sr., 65, 
who in 1944 bought 3,300 acres 
of this rough, remote country, 
including Red Hill. 
A weather-beaten man with 
bristling gray eyebrows that 
meet over his long, bent nose, 
Lemmons said he knew the red 
boulders had to mean some­ 
thing, "So I brought in some 
geologists 
— 
some of those 
sm art boys — to look at it. 
"They'd look at it and run 
their hands over it and then 
go off. 


"They said something like that 
just couldn't be in this part of 
the world." 
Years passed. 
Then in August 1964, Lemons' 
son, 
T. S. Lemons Jr., 40, 
was fishing in the Colorado— 
almost in the shadow of Red 
Hill—when he noticed a glint 
in a rock under water. 
He chipped off the shiny part 
of the rock and put it in his 
pocket. Some months later he 
took it to Cummins in Lampa­ 
sas. 
Cummins said the Lemons' 
rock had gold and sent it to 
the Colorado Assaying Co. in 
Denver for an official test. 
"It assayed out at $25.90 a 
ton," he said. "Not really big 
but worth looking into m ore." 
Cummins 
and the younger 


Lemons hunted the source of the 
ore from the river. 
Less than a mile from Red 
Hill they found some old, unde­ 
cipherable markings on ahack- 
berry tree. 
The bark showed a sem icircle 
cupped over a "V ." Under the 
"V " was a nearly horizontal 
line. 
Is the sem icircle a half moon, 
universal map symbol for trea­ 
sure? Lemons’ metal detector 
later indicated a considerable 
m etallic deposit under the tree. 
A five-foot deep hold was dug 
there last summer. 
Nothing 
was found at that depth and the 
digging was abandoned in favor 
of digging on Red Hill. 
Before they got around to that, 
however, they found three holes 
drilled in the limestone wall 


of a gully on Red Hill. 
Evidence of an old sm elter 
was found about a mile from 
Red Hill. 
Finally they came to the dark 
red boulders on Red Hill. They 
blasted all but one of them- 
preserved by the elder Lemons 
as a momento— and dug where 
they had been. 
The first ore sample assayed 
at $3.15 a ton in gold—almost 
worthless. 
At 21 feet it jumped to $29.25 
a ton, slightly better than What 
Lemons found in the river. 
The two men decided to form 
a partnership with two other 
men and lease the land from 
Lemons’ father, who would get 
the royalties. 
The other two men are Cum­ 
mins’ father, Aaron Cummins, 
69, a retired grocer; and R. R. 
McCoy, 64, Lampasas dirt con­ 
tractor who had worked with 
the younger Cummins before. 


It took two months just to put 
a road down the rocky slope 
to the mine. Then the digging 
and blasting began again. 
Two weeks later, Cummins hit 
darker 
ore that assayed at 
$43.75 a ton. 
At 35 feet they hit ore that 
looked even richer. It was as­ 
sayed at $467.60 a ton. 
The partners have been work­ 
ing from dawn to dusk to get In­ 
to full production, but have been 
held back by a series of minor 
delays.

The Spaniards abandoned the 
mine in 1785 so t h e s t o r y goes, 
when 2,000 Comanche Indians 
ovoran th eir rn Us ion. 
Men have searched for the 
mine ever since. 
Now eight men report they 
have found the ore. 
The g e o lo g y who spurred the 
hunt says they found It where 
Don B ernardo de Miranda said 
It was; on the Cerro del Al­ 
magra — loosely, the Red Hill. 
Miranda, discoverer of the 
mine, was a lieutenant general 
of the Spanish Province of Tex­ 
as in the lath century. He said 
the hill wa* so rich “ Iguarantee 
to give to every settler of the 
Province of itoxas s full claim.'' 
Ancille 
Cummins, 45, 
the 
geologist, **y* Miranda was 
right. The mine may be worth 
as much aa $200 million, he 
says. 
Red Hill is about seven miles 
south of Bend, population 200. 
Five dark red boulders once 
stood where the men think the 
mine is today. They contrasted 
sharply with the dull gray dolo­ 
mite lim estone. 
“ I was curious about them 
from 
the very first,” says 
rancher T, s. Lemons Sr., 65, 
who In 1944 bought 3,300 acres 
of this rough, remote country, 
including Red HUj# 
A weather-beaten man with 
bristling gray eyebrows that 
meet over his long, bent nose, 
Lemmons said he kiww the red 
boulders hod to mean some­ 
thing, “ So | brought in some 
geologists 
. . 
some of those 
sm art boys — to look at It. 
“ They'd look at It and run 
their hands over it and then 
go off. 


“ They said something like that 
just couldn't be in this part of 
the world.'* 
Y ears passed. 
Then in August 1964, Lemons* 
son, 
t . S. Lemons J r., 40, 
was fishing in the Colorado— 
alm ost in the shadow of Red 
Hill—when he noticed a glint 
in a rock under water. 
He chipped off the shiny part 
of the rock and put It in his 
pocket. Some months later he 
took U to Cummins in Lampa­ 
sa s, 
Cummins said the Lemons* 
rock had gold and sent tt to 
the Colorado Assaying Co. in 
Denver for an official test. 
''It assayed out at $25.90 a 
ton,” he said. “ Not really big 
but worth looking into m ore.” 
Cummins 
and the younger 


Lemons hunted the source of the 
ore from the river. 
Less than a mile from Red 
HIU they found some old, unde­ 
cipherable markings on a hack­ 
berry tree. 
The bark showed a sem icircle 
cupped over a “ V.” Under the 
“ V** was a nearly horizontal 
line. 
Is the sem icircle a half moon, 
universal map symbol for trea­ 
sure? Lemons* metal detector 
later indicated a considerable 
m etallic deposit under the tree. 
A five-foot deep hold was dug 
there last sum m er. 
Nothing 
was found at that depth and the 
digging was abandoned in favor 
of digging on Red Hill. 
Before they got around to that, 
however, they found three holes 
drilled in the limestone wall 


of a gully on Red HUL 
Evidence of an old sm elter 
was found about a mile from 
Red Hill. 
Finally they came to the dark 
red boulders on Red Hill. They 
blasted all but one of them- 
preserved by the elder Lemons 
as a momento—and dug where 
they had been. 
The first ore sample assayed 
at $3.15 a ton in gold—almost 
worthless. 
At 21 feet it jumped to $29.25 
a ton, slightly better than what 
Lemons found in the river. 
The two men decided to form 
a partnership with two other 
men and lease the land from 
Lemons' father, who would get 
the royalties. 
The other two men are Cum­ 
m ins’ father, Aaron Cummins, 
69, a retired grocer; and R, R. 
McCoy, 64, Lampasas dirt con­ 
tractor who had worked with 
the younger Cummins before. 


It took two months just to put 
a road down the rocky slope 
to the mine. Then the digging 
and blasting began again. 
Two weeks later, Cummins hit 
darker 
ore that assayed at 
$43.75 a ton. 
At 35 feet they hit ore that 
looked even richer. It was as­ 
sayed at $467.60 a ton. 
The partners have been work­ 
ing from dawn to dusk to get in­ 
to full production, but have been 
held back by a series of minor 
delays.

Maugham 
As Lonely

HOLLYWOOD AP - 
Four 
old friends of W .Somerset Mau- 
gham were taking a fond look at 
the life and times of the famed 
English author. 
The conversation took place 
at the University of Southern 
California, and listeners includ­ 
ed a curious mixture of aca­ 
demic and show business types. 
One of the speakers, George 
Cukor, arrived with a dazzling 
trio; Lillian Gish, Shirley Mac- 
Laine and Mia Farrow. 
Reading from his soon-to-be- 
published book, “ Remembering 
Mr. Maugham," Garson Kanin 
recalled asking the once- wed 
Maugham if he had ever pro­ 
posed marriage more than once. 
No, replied the author, but he 
assuaged 
Kanin's disappoint­ 
ment by adding that the single 
proposal was not to his wife. 
He told of an eight-year af­ 
fair with a woman named Nan. 
She disappeared after a fight, 
and he traced her to Chicago, 
where he proposed m arriage. 
Although 
professing her love, 
she 
refused. Later 
he 
dis­ 
covered she had been pregnant 
by another man. 


Said Maugham with unaccus­ 
tomed tears; “ I have often won­ 
dered what 
course 
my life 
would have taken except 
for 
that freakish happen stance." 
Clare Booth Luce observed 
that the picture of Maugham as 
cold and detached was a false 
one. "I think it was because of 
the eyes," she said. “ They were

like desert stones, dark and glit­ 
tering and unpleasant to look 
a t." 
Maugham's essential loneli­ 
ness was stressed by George 
Cukor, who recalled him saying, 
“ It's a lonely life, writing. When 
you are writing a book, you are 
entirely preoccupied with your 
characters. When you cut them 
out of your life, it can be very 
lonel y." 
“ Maugham 
believed 
the 
beginning and the end was writ­ 
ing," said Mrs. Luce. “ I re­ 
member visiting his place on 
the Riviera and seeing the stu­ 
dio where he worked. His chair 
faced away from the M editerra. 
nean; he didn't want to be dis­ 
tracted by the view. 
“ He worked every 
morning 
for three or four hours. Then he 
stopped for lunch; he liked gim­ 
lets and stingers as well as 
martinis. After a nap, he went 
over what he had written. He 
once told me that he corrected 
his sentences more than any 
modern writer except Proust." 
Kanin told of asking 
Mau­ 
gham in his last years whether 
age brought fewer friends and 
more enemies. “ Y es," the au­ 
thor replied grimly, “as sad 
and unfortunate as that is, it 
is true." 
But then he added as death 
approached: “No matter what 
its miseries, like 
should 
be 
grasped. 
The program ended as it had 
begun, with Maugham's clipped 
voice 
reading the sentences 
over which he had labored so 
lovingly.

building on the corner of Solemn 
and Musty Streets. Stately, 19th 
Century 
architecture, 
It was 
quiet, damp and dingy on the 
Inside. One little librarian (Isn't 
someone who shelves books and 
collects fines a librarian?) with 
pince-nez, a late George Wash­ 
ington hair style and early attic 
clothing spent the day dusting 
and saying, “ sshhuusshh." 
Today's libraries and librar­ 
ians are entering a transition 
not unlike that of the teaching 
profession 25 years ago. New 
public, school, and university 
libraries are springing up. They 
are light, airy, and stocked with 
the latest maps, charts, micro­ 
film s, 
periodicals, 
slides, 
records and copying machines. 
But the most exciting event is 
the growth of the library pro­ 
fession. Gone are the librarians 
who got their stripes and titles 
by stamping books. They are 
being replaced by young, well- 
educated, interesting profes­ 
sionals who are being recog­ 
nized as society's educational 
nucleus. 
You may be surprised to know 
that librarians are not always 
found In libraries. The rapid 
pace and scientific nature of our 
society demands perfection and 
requires that every industry, 
invention, and organization back 
up its claims with facts. Thus, 
librarians have been added to 
the staff of every kind of con­ 
cern. A look at the different 
types of librarians reveals the 
diversity of the profession 
Advertising and Public Rela­ 
tions— For every newspaper 
story or advertisement, tele­ 
vision commercial, historical 
documentary, survey and an­ 
nouncement, accurate Informa­ 
tion must be compiled. Adver­ 
tising librarians fulfill many 
varied responsibilities during 
the day — researcher, copy­ 
writer, artist, critic, producer. 
Science— Librarians in the 
field of science range from 
those working In aerospace to 
those In chemistry, biological 
science, 
electronics, and nu­ 
clear science. If biology Is your 


interest, 
a library 
position 
might find you compiling re­ 
search data in a large food 
company or recording test re­ 
sults of the latest cosmetics. 
Aerospace librarians give In­ 
tellectual foundation to every 
space launching, 
they record 
and 
store 
all 
Information 
gleaned from each flight, and 
have ready answers for urgent 
questions 
during any emer­ 
gency. 
Finance and Banking-— If the 
world of stocks and bonds in­ 
trigues you, a position as a 
librarian In an accounting firm, 
a Federal Reserve Bank, a 
financial trade association or 
a brokerage firm might appeal 
to you. You would have to be 
familiar with collection statis­ 
tics, economic studies, annual 
reports, 
current 
financial 
trends, and how they are af­ 
fected by closely and remotely 
related events. 
Fine 
and Applied 
Arts— 
Museums and galleries, college 
and university fine arts depart­ 
ments are badly in need of well- 
educated librarians. You might 
work In any branch of the field 
from 
design centers 
of an 
architect to the archives of a 
well-known museum. Your work 
would constantly surround you 
with the world of the Great 
Masters. 
The list is almost endless. For 
the student with a liberal arts 
background, 
library 
profes­ 
sions of all types could use 
his training -- public, univer­ 
sity, 
government or private 


firms. There are law libraries, 
medical libraries, government 
libraries, 
all 
badly under­ 
staffed. 
There are as many different 
types of specialized training 
within the profession as there 
are 
fields In which 
to apply 
them. The business executive 
would find himself well suited 
as administrator of a large 
library. The reference librar­ 
ian would be in the center of 
constant activity, meeting peo­ 
ple, supplying information to 
local people and organizations, 
and perhaps working with stu­ 
dents. There is a special need 
for teacher-librarlans In col­ 
leges and universities. Again, 
the doors of variety open to re­ 
veal 
the many 
possibilities 
within the library profession. 
To qualify as a librarian, a 
student 
must complete four 
years of college and one year 
In a professional library school 
accredited by the American Li­ 
brary Association. The schools 
differ In entrance requisites 
but most require knowledge of 
a foreign language and entrance 
exams. 
A “ B" 
average Is 
generally accepted as the ne­ 
cessary undergraduate grade 
point for entrance. 
Librarians are so badly needed 
that most are interviewed and 
employed even before gradua­ 
tion. Figures range from 12 to 
18 different positions open to 
each graduate; total librarians 
needed for the entire field reach 
18,000. 
The salary of a librarian is not 
for those who plan to get rich 
quick but it ranks adequately 
with 
many 
of 
society's re­ 
spected professions. Starting 
salaries average $6,000 and, 
depending on the size of the or­ 
ganization or Institution and the 
type of librarian needed, one 
might earn $10,000 and up to 
$20,000. Like the rest of the 
profession itself, the standards 
are rising. 
The Missouri Library Asso­ 
ciation will supply additional 
Information about the library 
profession. Students who are 
giving careful thought to their 
careers, as well as how best 
to use their Individual talents, 
Interests, and time will find the 
library profession challenging 
and rewarding.

DEXTER — Harold Green, re­ 
gional director of parks and 
recreation

CAIRO AP - A Soviet sub­ 
marine, destined for delivery to 
the Egyptian navy, surprised 
observers recently by arriving 
at an Egyptian port with 
the 
Soviet hammer and sickle em­ 
blem flying from its superstruc­ 
ture. 
Normally, 
Soviet 
ships 
marked for delivery to 
the 


Egyptians hoist the Egyptian 
flag when they enter this na­ 
tion's territorial waters. 
The incident has touched off 
rum ors of a possible Soviet- 
Egyptian naval agreement. The 
rum ors were heightened by two 
recent Soviet naval goodwill 
visits to Port Said and the pres­ 
ence in the Red Sea of a Soviet 
traw ler 
fleet, 
well-equipped 
with electronic devices. 
Some diplomats in Cairo spec­ 
ulate that President Gamal Ab­ 
del Nasser has decided to grant 
Soviet warships the right to re­ 
fuel in Egyptian ports. 
Such an agreement 
would 
give Russia the warm port fa­ 
cilities it has sought through 
history. 
It will eliminate the need for 
Soviet 
ships in the Mediterra­ 
nean to shuttle back and forth to 
home ports through the 
Mar­ 
mara Sea and the Bosporus, 
where naval movements 
are 
watched by Turkey, an Atlantic 
alliance member. 
Some well-informed diplomats 
brush aside speculation of an 
agreement granting the Soviet 
Union refueling rights. Such a < 
step, they argue, would signal 
the end of N asser's policy of 
nonalignment in the cold war— 
an effective policy which 
has 
given him room to maneuver 
between the Soviet Union and 
the United States.

HOLLYWOOD AP -

old friends of w.Somerset Mau- 
gham were taking a fond look at 
the life and tim es of the timed 
English author. 
The conversation took place 
at the Onl varsity of Southern 
California, and listeners includ­ 
ed a curious mixture of aca­ 
demic and show business types. 
One of the speakers, George 
Cukor, arrived with a dazzling 
trio; Lillian Gish, Shirley Mac- 
Laine and Mia Farrow. 
Reading from his soon-to-be- 
published book, “ Remembering 
Mr. Maugham,” Gar son Kanin 
recalled asking the once- wed 
Maugham lf he had ever pro­ 
posed m arriage more than once. 
No, replied the author, but he 
assuaged 
Kanin’s disappoint­ 
ment by adding that the single 
proposal was not to his wife. 
He told of an eight-year af­ 
fair with a woman named Nan. 
She disappeared alter a fight, 
and he traced her to Chicago, 
where he proposed marriage. 
Although 
professing her love, 
she 
refused. Later

covered she had been pregnant 
by another man. 


Said Maugham with unaccus­ 
tomed tears: “ I have often won­

(AP)—UJS. jet flghter-bombers 
raided North Viet Nam's heart* 
land for the second consecutive 
day, pounding a major plant 
just outside Haiphong Monday 
night, a U.S. spokesman report­ 
ed. 
Following close on the attack 
Sunday on missile sites near 
Hanoi, two Navy planes in alow 
level, radar-controlled attack 
dropped about 15 tons of bombs 
on the Uong B1 power plant 14 
miles northeast of North Viet 
Nam's chief port. 
The pilots reported showers of 
explosions and said thelightsof 
Haiphong went out at once. The 
plant provides 15 per cent of 
North Viet Nam's electricity, 
including a third of the power 
Haiphong uses and one-fourth of 
the needs of the capital 60 miles 
to the west. 
Navy planes raided the Uong 
Bi plant twice in December be­ 
fore the start of a 37-day bomb­ 
ing pause. After the second raid 
Dec. 22, it was reportedly al­ 
most totally destoyed, but the 
spokesman said today it appar­ 
ently had been rebuilt. 
Neither Hanoi nor Haiphong 
has been hit by U. S. air attack, 
but Amerian planes brought 
the war close to the capital Sun­ 
day with attacks on missile sites 
15 and 17 miles south and south­ 
west of Hanoi. Pilots reported 
both sites were engulfed in 
flames. 
The raid Monday night was 
carried out by twin-jet A6 In­ 
truders, a subsonic plane des­ 
igned to deliver big payloads on 
low4evel attacks. ITiey came 
from the carrier Kitty Hawk 
and reported only light, ineffec­ 
tive antiaircraft fire, although 
both Haiphong and Hanoi are 
said to be ringed with Soviet- 
built antiaircraft missile sites.

Flood control projects in Mis­ 
souri will be the focus of at­ 
tention at Senate and House 
hearings scheduled for April 
25-26. 
Representatives 
from many 
sections^qf ^Missouri are ex­ 
pected to be on hand to testify 
before the Public Works Ap­ 
propriations subcommittee of 
both houses. 
Of urgent concern to Mis­ 
sourians is the need for plan­ 
ning funds on a number of new 
projects as well as continued 
appropriations for projects al­ 
ready underway. 
Major boou control projects 
for which construction money 
is being requested include res­ 
ervoirs at Stockton, Kaysinger, 
Clarence 
Cannon 
(Joanna), 
Meramec, and improvements on 
the Missouri and 
Mississippi 
rivers. 
The Secretary of Agriculture 
is now predicting that net farm 
income in 1966 will exceed $15 
billion—around one billion dol­ 
lars higher than last year. 
The 
new prediction repre­ 
sents an increase of more than 
$3.4 billion over net farm in­ 
come in 1960. 
Personal income per farmer 
is up 44 percent over 1960. 
In comparison, personal income 
for non-farm workers has in­ 
creased around 25 percent in the 
same five-year period. 
The latest report shows during 
the period January-March 1966 
cash receipts from farm mar­ 
ketings totaled $9.3 billion. 
Cash receipts from livestock 
and livestock product market­ 
ings in Missouri during Jan- 
uary-February 1966 
totaled 
$133,797,000 — up $29,139,000 
since the same period last year. 
Cash receipts from Missouri 
crops duringJanuary-February 
this year are up $8,610,000 
compared with the same period 
in 1965. 
The Senate has just passed a 
bill to make more flexible the 
operations of the Farm Credit 
Administration. The bill will 
help provide better credit ser­ 
vices by adjusting the terms of 
the loans to the changing needs 
of the farmer. 
At the same time, the bill 
calls for a long-needed speed 
up in the handling of farm loans. 
There are 24 Federal Land 
Bank Associations in Missouri. 
At present, 13,300 Missouri 
farmers have won loans totaling 
$109,000,000 from these As­ 
sociations. 
Across the nation 721 Associa­ 
tions are today making $4,- 
000,000,000 worth of loans to 
334,000 farmers. 
The Farm Credit system was 
launched by Congress in 1916 
and over the years has played 
an important role in American 
agriculture.

Chief Justice

ing everything that could re ­ 
motely be found relevant at the 
offending statute. He said: 
"The conception of political 
equality from the Declaration 
of Independence, to Lincoln's 
Gettysburg Address, to the Fif­ 
teenth, Seventeenth and Nine­ 
teenth Amendments can mean 
only one thing-- one person, 
one vote."

In the 1964 term, the Court 
continued to review the actions

They added: "I think 
that the State of Georgia is 
entitled to a clear-cut pro­ 
nouncement from this Court that 
nothing in its reapportionment 
decisions 
contemplated such 
unheard-of Federal court intru­ 
sion into State political affairs 
as

before us 
envlnces." 
At the very end of the term, 
a series of cases from New 
York turned the entire area of 
reapportionment 
procedures 
into a three-ring circus with 
several unexpected 
encores. 
The curtain arose on the first 
act in June, 1964, when the U. S. 
Supreme Court held that New 
York had 
violated the Four­ 
teenth Amendment by providing 
in its State Constitution for a 
legislature based in part on 
county structure. R was too late 
to fashion a different reappor­ 
tionment plan for the 1964 elec­ 


tions, 
so the district court 
ordered that the scheduled elec­ 
tions take place under the New 
York Constitution whose pro­ 
visions, In existence since 1894, 
were suddenly found to be In­ 
valid In Washington.
